Shri P. 8. Nataraja Pillai: May I request the hon. Member 
to give areview of this Department’s work during last year so 
that we may have some relevant datato goby? Are we to 
gather facts from our imagination? It will be better if the hon. 
Member supplies us with facts by his oral speech at least. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, what is contemplated 
at this stage, as I understand it, is not a general discussion, but 
one bearing on the points raised by the cut motions. With 
respect to each of the points raised in the cut motion, I presume 
that the authors of the cut moticns are armed with sufficient infor- 
mation. i shall, after the discussion, place before the House the 
point of view of the Government regarding each point that 
arises. 

Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: May I! also point out that in the 
Parliament whenever a demand is moved, the hon. Minister in 
charge gives a resume of the activities of the concerned 
department. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: There is nothing prevent- 
ing me from doing it. 

Mr. Speaker: The first motion stands in the name of Shri 
Balakrishna Menon. 

Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, I rise to move for a cut of 
Re. 1 in the allotment of Rs. 38,300 in Demand XXXII—Extra- 
ordinary charges—under pay of Officers. 

My object in moving this cut motion is to initiate 

discussion on a very important question which is at present 
engaging the. attention of all the provincial Governments 
in India. This question is, whether we should continue or 
drop the controls, Ithas now gained an added importance 
in the light of what is taking place in the province of 
Madras and the way in which the people of that province 
are taking to it. Sir, there, the control has been lifted and 
from the reports so far received, it would appear that the 
action of Madras Government has been. justified. Naturally, 
therefore, the people in this State have started asking questions 
as to why controls should not be lifted here too. It is not the 
farmer alone who asks for it, but also the consumer for whose 
benefit the control system has been brought into existence. 
Neither my Party nor I commit ourselves to any opinion on this 
matter. We would try to keep an open mind. The policy we 
have taken up hitherto is one against decontrol. But in the light 
of what is taking place in the nieghbouring provinces we feel the 
time is come that the Government should review the Food Policy 
and if necessary revise it. Sir, due regard being had to the 
process of degeneration that has set in as a consequence of 
bribery, corruption, black-marketing and profiteering, which 
are the dire consequences of this Fcod control, one is tempted to 
ask, whether it is not after all in the best interests of the country 
to lift the control. Iam not unmindful of the fact there is a very 
big element of danger in following this policy. I can also perfectly 
appreciate the argument that probably it is because of the exist- 
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ence of this control that we are able to get the ration which is 
now obtaining. But, we also cannot ignore one fact, that the 
stuff that is distributed in the ration shops isnot anything that 
is desirable. It is adulterated. When we remove the chaff and 
the stone that is given along with the food stuff, it will be only 
one third or half of the total quantity that remains fit for con- 
sumption. So that by virtue of this control all what we could 
do is, we are able to keep the population on a starvation basis. 
By this I do not mean to say that the controls should be lifted, 
If we are in a position to eradicate this evil of adulteration, I for 
one, would certainly plead for retention of control. But the ques- 
tion is whether it would be possible for Government to eradicate - 
this evil. I would submit that so long as the Central Govern- 
ment are not going to get a well-integrated system of price 
‘control, this practical system of controlis not going to help us. 
It is not also possible to eradicate this evil of adulteration. The 
first principle of control is that unless we control] all the article 
which are necessary for human consumption, there is every 
possibility of the person, who produces the particular article, 
which alone happens to be controlled, circumventing the provi- 
sions of the control itself. Now, we are to realise that in the 
scheme of things, so far as this Food control is concerned, the 
farmer occupies a pivotal position, and that on him and him 
alone depends the success or failure of the scheme. 


Now, Sir, to the farmer the agricultural produce is the only 
‘source of income and the control has made it in elastic. When 
there is no control in regard to other articles which are 
necessary for his sustenance, and when their price is allowed to 
soar high he is perforce constrained to resort to other methods 
to circumvent the control. And what strikes me on a general 
consideration of the matter is that he would do it in two ways. 
He could reserve a good portion of the surplus paddy he is ex- 
pected to surrender to Government for the black market. I am 
not going to say he is purposely going to adulterate it, but more 
often than not, it would be not good paddy. 

Then the question reduces itself to this. Are the Government 
going to introduce control over other articles of consumption, i.e. 
full control. If you are not going to doit what exactly do you 

_ propose to do with regard to these evils ? In the ordinary course, 
so far asI am concerned I could not find any other remedy. 
But there is probably an extraordinary remedy; and that is to 
tighten the control. That is to say we should make it a point to 
procure every grain of paddy that is produced in the country 
without any sort of distinction, between the palace and the hut, 
the rich and the poor. But there’will also be another snag. There 
is the transporting contractor; there is the miller. These per-, 
sons are not doing their jobs for any aesthetic enjoyment but for 
business as such. That is, they are doing it for making profits. 
Here comes the motive force for adulteration. The Government 
will then have no alternative except to control the mills. They - 
should themselves take into their hands the running of mills, 
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and the milling of paddy. Even in doing this, the further ques- 
tion remains whether we could eschew bribery even among the 
Government servants themselves. These are some of the im- 
portant problems for the Government to consider. I might for 
the information of the Minister for Civil Supplies tell him that 
what exactly takes place in the milling process is not anything 
very happy. Iam saying this from the information I got from 
persons who are in the know. They said that the water that has 
been used once for milling is continuously used again and 
again and it is reported that because of this there is a tendency 
for the rice gramile to get gloatted. It is also stated that the 
mill-owners direct the contractor to take delivery of the rice 
before the heat subsides, because if the stock is taken after the 
heat subsides, there is the possibility of considerable shrinkage. 
And by the time these rice bags are handed over to the retail 
shopkeeper what he usually finds is that there is a considerable 
shrinkage. He also is doing business to make profit and if he 
wants to cover the Heficit naturally there is one of two ways, 
either to resort to adulteration or to under-measure it. The net 
result is that the consumer is considerably prejudiced. I take it 
that if any one in our State-wants the control to be lifted it is 
only because of these evils. Therefore, the question before the 
House is whether it is possible to eradicate these evils. Ifit is 
not possible to eradicate these evils, it is better to lift control 
and leave matters to adjust themselves in the ordinary course. 


I believe, Sir, just before Mahatmaji’s death he’suggested to 
the Central Government to take away control completely, presu- 
mably for the very same reason which I stated before the House, 
i.e., because of the corruption which is corroding the very Vitals 
of the nation’s existence. The Central Government could not lift 
the control, presumably on account of the fear complex; and prob- 
ably correctly too. Imoved this cut motion only with the intention | 
that these various aspects of the question may be considered by 
the House and a wise decision arrived at. - 


Mr. Speaker: Before we proceed further I have to remind 
the House that during the discussion on Voting on Demands for 
Grants the mover is given only ten minutes and any one who 
supports the motion five minutes. Now various cut motions 
are tabled under different sub-heads. Major Head-63, Extra- 
ordinary Charges, has been subdivided into severaltheads: (A) 
Food and other Control Measures, (B) Food Production and so 
on, Again (A) has been subdivided into (i} Food Supplies, 
(ii) Textile Control, (iii) Director of Controlled Articles, 
(iv) Rent Control andso on. Subdivision () has been again 
divided into three, Direction, District Offices and Rationing and 
Procurement. Therefore, if the House can agree to the proposal 

‘that Iam making, namely, that all the cut motions tabled under 
each head may be treated as one motion, there will be ample 
opportunity for all the Members to take partin the discussion. 
Therefore, if it is generallyiagreeable, I will call the names in the 
order in which the cut motions are printed. If the House is not 
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agreeable to this course, what I have to dois to call the names, 
according to the list, to move their motions one by one and dis- 
pose of each motion before proceeding to the next. This will 
unnecessarily lengthen the debate. That is why I made the 
above suggestion. Therefore, if the House is agreeable, all the 
motions under the main head (A) ‘Food and other Control 
Measures, and others under minor sub-heads may be treated as 
one motion and the whole thing may be discussed together, Only 
one motion under each sub-head will be moved. All the other 
Members who have'sent in motions under that head ‘may speak 
on the motion. 

Shri O, C. Ninan: We agree to this course. 

Shri T. V. Thomas: We also agree to that. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: On a point of order. May I know 
whether it will not be a good convention if all these matters are 
discussed at party meetings instead of their being raised in the 
House as cut motions, when we are having a party Government? 

Mr. Speaker: The Speaker is not expected to know what is 
taking place in party meetings. I cannot enlighten the Member 
on that point. Ican only draw the attention of the House to 
certain things which may be done. 

Shri P.S, Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether every 
member on the Goverument side can participate in the debate? - 

Mr. Speaker: Iam hereto ensure a reasonable debate. I 
can do only according to Standing Orders. 

Shri K. K. Chellappan Pillai: May I know whether cut 
motions sent under the head ‘Food and other Control Measures’ 
may. also be considered along with this ?

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: In view of what the hon. 
_Member for Trichur has said, I must submit that it will be a 
strange position indeed if the members of the Government party 
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did not get occasion to put forward their points regarding the 
various questions relating to the administration, The only public 
platform that they can have is the Legislature. 


ml. a. TW), BAMMs0 : Vd, AembEGoO agne gaigaae 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I wish to know whether I can 
cover the points on (iii) Rationing and Procurement, II. Textile 
Control, III. Director of Controlled Articles, etc. Only now, I 


have got the opportunity to speak o« all these things, because I 
have tabled motions under the different headings. 

Mr, Speaker: All these motions are intertwined, as it were, 
The Member can make use of all his motions and speak. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The most important question is, 
after all, the food problem, and food control, which we are facing 
in the light of developments inthe Madras State, Somehow or. 
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other, there is a feeling in the country that we have to revise the 
food control and rationing systems in some way or other. On 
the one side, there is grave anxiety that if control is relaxed, the 
country may face great difficulties. On the other hand, there is 
a genuine feeling that if control is raised and the free movement 
and free sale of foodgrains is allowed, the incentive for produc- 
tion will be greater and the great demoralising effect that is pre- 
valent in the country on atcount of the controls will be removed, 
Sir, the analogy of Madras may not stand in good stead as far as 
this State is concerned. As far asI was able to understand, I 
find that the deficit in the Madras State in 1933-34 was only 5°74 
per cent, and during the successive years, reliable figures are 
published by the Madras Government reports. In 1949—1950, the 
production had increased by 98,802 tons as verified by the collec- 
tors. In 1950—1951, the additional production is to the tune of 
5,59,000 tons as verified by the Collectors, and they expected an 
increased production in 1951—1952 to an extent of 6,81,000 tons. 
But as far as conditions in Travancore-Cochin are concerned, in 
spite of the various amounts spent by the Government, I do not 
know whether we have increased our production to any appreci- 
able extent. In spite of repeated efforts from different sides of 
this House to get from Government reliable figures, we have only 

‘very hazy figures. If you look for them from any published re-~ 
cord-—-indeed there is no available record of the Government acti- 
vities and of the results produced in the field of grow more food 
~and the responsible statements of the honourable Minister for 
Food and Finance in this House, during 1949-50, 1950—51 and 
1951-52, you will find the figures self-contradictory. I do not 
want to read them and take more time. Ihave got them with 
me. IfI am challenged, 1am prepared to show that each year, 
they have different sets of figures and different sets of schemes 
asfar as this grow more food activity is concerned. So, we 
stand in this peculiar position. We have spent crores of rupees 
on grow more food activity. We have set apart large tracts of 
land for’ grow more food activity. We have not actually, so far, 
assessed the increased quantity of food grains grown in this State. 
But at any rate, there must have been increase, if at least 
@ portion of the money set apart for grow more food activity 
‘was spent on that account. 

Our figures so far reveal that during the last eight years, we 
had to depend to an extent of between four and five lakhs tons of 
foodgrains being imported into this State. We were supple- 
menting that import by 60 to 70 thousand tons of local procure- 
ment. So, with between four to five lakhs tons offood grains, 
we were maintaining a ration ranging from five to six ounces. 
That is the ultimate fact. We were only doing that. And in 
maintaining that ration, we had abolished private trade in food 
grains in this country. We have restricted the right of the pro- 
ducer to deal with the food grains he produces as he likes. The 
very abnormally low rate fixed for local procurement has acted 
as a disincentive for the producer to produce more. With all the 
incidental hardships caused to the poor consumers by rationing 
and’ making them purchase rice in the available market—calling 
it black market—and demoralizing them, we were after all only 
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rationing foodgrains to an extent of 4 to 5 lakhs tons. Recently, 
certain newspapers published that the Government proposed to 
divide the State into three regions and allow free transport of 
foodgrains within these regions. Ido not know it myself, but 
one of my friends said that the authoritative press note of the Go- 
vernment was also published on that matter. I regret I was not 
‘able to get at it. Now I understand a press note has been pub. 
lished, dividing the State into three zones and allowing free 
transport. Since [have not seen it, nor have I got it authori- 
tatively explained, I do not know what is meant by this free 
transport within these three regions. As long as sale is pro- 
hibited by law, Ido not know what purpose is being served by 
the free transport. Apart. from that, this regional division and 
distribution is not laudable, and is not workable. Apart from 
that, movement of rice within the regional districts now fixed 
by Government is nota workable proposition. Absolutely no 
good will come out of that to the country at large. Under 
the cover of this sanction certain black marketeers will be able 
to carry on their activity and transport at their will any quan- 
tity they want. According to me, that will not ease the situa- 
tion in the State. The hoarder of paddy and rice will take 
advantage of this and this will bring heavy work to the depart- 
ment and lead to corruption. 


So far now, 3 or 4 systems of procurement were prevailing 
in the State and the Government tried all those systems, - 
According to settlement pattom Government realised certain 
quantity. But that worked ‘hardship. That system was given up. 
Next Government re@lised surplus paddy left with the cultivator. 
That system became so in exact and ineffective thatit too was givén 
up. That also became a source of wide corruption and asa 
result the departmental officers became corrupt. When vexatious 
demands were made by the procurement staff, the poor land- 
owner has no option but to accede to the demand. There is scope 

_for corruption among the departmental subordinates. This kind 
of procurement gave opportunity for big men to escape, and the 
‘poor suffered. Phen came the levy system. It is in vogue for the 
last 2 years. If. it is properly worked out we would have Been” 
in a position to make the levy demand a permanent demand, 
subject to the conditions of season. Subject to the coridition of 
seasonal changes it should have evolved by this time into a kind 

_of permanent demand. If the department had been working it 
honestly, I do not say so, but efficiently, by this time it would 
have evolved a fixed quantity as demand on persons who are 

* cultivators. Then there will be a fixity in these matters. As far 
as I know from the areas in which I have a personal ‘knowledge,’ 
that system has not been evolved because of the default of the. 
department, This is what I have to say. The department has 
not taken sufficient care to stabilise the levy demand. It is even 
now within the discretion of the lower subordinates to fix the 
levy quantity according to their whim and fancy. I amof 
the opinion that that state of affairs should be avoided, Now the 
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point is this. How could we give relief to our people at the 
present moment in the light of the changes and developments that 
have taken place in Madras and are reported to be taking place 
in other parts of India in the matter of food? That is what Iam 
thinking of. There must be a re-orientation of policy in this 
matter so far as our State is concerned. Either our Government 
should solve this or this House should suggest a method by 
which the food problem is to be tackled. That is a fact to be 
faced by us. My own personal opinion on that question—I am 
not reflecting the considered view of the group to which I be- 
long— I will place before the House. The Government of India 
grants 34 lakhs tons per year to our State. This is a matter in 
which the. Centre cannot avoid their responsibility. On the 
question of price for food grains I shall come toa little later. At 
any rate, the Central Government has a responsibility to allow us 
to import at least a minimum of 34 lakhs tons of food grains to 
this country and in the light of the past experience, the Govern- 
ment of India is bound to accept that proposition. In other words, 
they will be able to supply us 34 lakhs tons of grains. We have got 
here 70 thousand tons based upon our levy system. These two 
will supply us 4 lakhs odd tons of food grains. This much of 
grains is under our complete control. This is a stable quantity in 
our hands, that is to say, a basic stock under the control of this 
State. To maintain a ration of 6 ounces—the rate at which we are 
giving for the adult population of the State at the present time— 
this quantity in our possession is sufficient. Then Sir, we must 
take courage to abolish all kinds of procurement other than levy 
system, and make provision for free sale and transport within the 
country and guard our frontiers so that nota single grain could 
go out of the State. 

Mr. Speaker: Is it the Member’s suggestion to abolish 
control, o 

Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. Subject to this condition. The 
State should undertake to give 6 ounces of ration per adult. 
With fixed levy procurement and import the Government should 
guarantee this ration. Then free sale and transport should ke 
allowed throughout the country. By doing so, the cultivator will 


hava on tmoosline Lua pawdhuctiuase “Whitsett beds whew ne ww eet wtew 
Jogical change among the people of this State so that the out-put 
of food grains willbe increased. The moment the free sales 
come in the quantity of grains will increase and the scope for. 
corruption will cease. 

I want to speak a word about textile control. 

Mr. Speaker: Another opportunity may be taken to talk 
on that matter. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, I urge upon the Government the 
necessity to stop all local procurement of food grains. According 
to the latest Administration Report that is available to us, I find 
that our State needs about 6.68 Iakhs tons of food grains for 
maintaining a ration of 12 ounces per adult. According to the 
highest estimate, our local procurement brings us only 90 
thousand tons of food grains, which is a little less than 1/3 of the 
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total need. For the rest we are to depend on other countries, 
A. good portion of that is supplied to us by the Central Govern. 
ment. That is the situation at present. It is high time we thought 
of stopping local procurement because itdoes not go far to the 
supply of grains. The cost involved in that process is high and 
corruption that results from it is enormous. There is a loud ery 
from all parts of the country that procurement is a fruitful 
source of corruption. Itis time Government listened to this ery 
and at least as an experimental measure for some time stopped the 
local procurement of food grains. Free movement of grains 
should be allowed in the State. Local procurement may be 
abolished. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillaii: Is it the Member’s suggestion that all 
loeal procurement may be abolished ? 

Shri =. P. Varghese: Yes. 

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: If so, will it be right to ask the Go- 
vernment of India to make procurement from other States to 
supply us? 

Shri E. P, Varghese: Yes. ; 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: My question is, willthe Government 
of India be justified to ask other States as Madhya Bharat or Orissa 
to procure-and supply us? For, the Central Secretariat does 
not produce paddy. ; 

Shri E. P. Varghese: We are asking the Centre to supply us 
only the deficit which comes to about 4.78 lakhs of tons. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I ask the hon. Member, when we 
refrain from procuring anything even from persons who produce 
lakhs of parahs, will we be justified in asking the Central Gov- 
ernment to make other procurement, and supply us? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Certainly, we can ask them to supply 
our deficit after making allowance for what we could locally 
procure. We are not asking them to supply all our requirements. 
‘Why should they care whether we locally procure or not. We 
are only asking for the deficit. What I suggest is, we should 


ed extent to which we can get from outside, namely, 4.78 lakhs 
tons. This may be divided for ration purposes. I also want to 
allow free movement of paddy within the State. As I said, by 
procurement we are not able to get even 1/5 of our requirements 
and note that the expenditure for that comes to over 15 lakhs of 
rupees. Added to that, there is a large amount of corruption and 
demoraligation prevalent inthe country. I would prefer our 
people to be half-fed to being demoralised. Just imagine 
what a waste of public money there is. Officers who are enga- 
ged in procurement are corrupt. Itisnot their fault as discre- 
tion is given to them inithematter of procurement.. When the 
Government ‘affords them temptation at the very doors, Officers 
become corrupt for no fault of theirs only. So, whatI say is, if 
this procurement system is stopped, source of corruption ceases 
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By that we are not going to become the worse for it. At present 
along with the stock available here, import isresorted to. From 
the Administration Report of 1949, which is the only latest report 
at our disposal, it is seen that 12 ounces of ration can be given 
w th 5.68 lakhs of tons of food grains. So I would suggest, 
with what we getfrom outside we may continue ration in 
that proportion and for the rest depend upon free movement of 
paddy in the State. My honest belief is we can expect a better 
state of affairs even without procurement. We do not even now 
know how much is procured in our State. There is lot of cor- 
ruption and black market going on in this matter. That shows 
there is excess of paddy available in the land. With the stop- 
page of procurement and free mavement of paddy, price of paddy 

“will come down ‘in the free market. What I now see is, Gov- 
ernment have come down with a sort of- district-war lifting of 
controls. In three zones free movement of rice is allowed and 
there is not much danger in that. What I would suggest now 
is, along with ration prevailing in the country, free movement of 
paddy can be allowed throughout the State from one end to 
the other. Fair price shops also may be opened as is done 
in Madras. The point to be taken note of is to allow only ration 
proportionate to the quantity received from the Central Gov- 
ernment, if it is 8 ounces that alone should be supplied; if it 
is a little less, then that quantity. The balance may be allowed 
to be got from the open market. That should be the sort 
of arrangement to be carried out. 

The House rose for lunch at 1. p. m. and reassembled 

at 2p.m. with Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 

SbriE. P. Varghese (contd.): Sir, there is no problem 
facing the Government and the people today that 
bristles with so many difficultiestas the food supplies 
question. I am not quite sure whether we would have 
another. opportunity to discuss food production or 
whether the whole demand is to be covered by the 
present motion. ° 


My. Speaker: Production is undér heading (b). If there is 
time, that subject can be discussed. __ 
_ _Shri A. Thanu Pillai: hether wé Will réach that subject 


Well, the first point I wish to urge is that the whole question 
of food should be comprehensively viewed. That has not been 
done. We have got here rice and other subsidiary foods. Now, 
so far as supplies are concerned, we concern ourselves only with 
the question of grains, rice, locally produced and imported from 
outside, wheat imported from outside. So far as food: supplies 
are concerned, these are the only two things with which we had 
been dealing till now. Even at the start, I will make one observa- 
tion. We must concern ourselves equally diligently with other 
items of food as well, for instance, milk, eggs and such other 
things. Of course, there is fish. Now we have got a Food 
Production Board. I donot know whether that subject will be 
reached today. Anyway we should, in the present difficult situa- 
tion, either have no board at all or have a board entrusted with 
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the duty of comprehensively viewing the food ‘problem and deal- 
ing with it, tackling it with effect. That wedo not have. Our 
main food is rice. I do not think we can deal with the question 
of the supply of rice, unless we deal effectively with the land 
question as such. <A good deal has been sad about the Govern- 
ment’s land policy and all that. When we find that our food pro- 
duction is so deficient, that must be one additional reason apart 
from other considerations, for us to grapple with the question of 
jand ownership, possession, cultivation and so on. That we have 
not done. That is the first thing that we should direct our at- 
tention to. The land should, as far as possible, be in the posses- 

_ sion of the actual workers and the workers must be made to feel 
that they are working, at any rate, for their benefit as much as for 
the benefit of others. Now, it is a well-known fact that now-a- 
days labourers who do work in the land have lost their interest 
in their work. I know from my own personal experience that 
the work that used to be got done by two workers a few years 
ago can now be got done only by five workers. Anybody who has 
anything to do with land and labour in the country knows that, 
and I attribute it to the psychological aspect. The labourer does 
not feel that he is working for himself, but that he is working for 
others only. That feeling is growing daily and the effect of that 
feeling should be got rid of. We can do it only if we tackle the 
question of land. Probably this is not the oecasion to deal with 
that issue in greater detail. ; 

In regard to the question of food supplies, many suggestions. 
have been made. There are very many aspects of the matter, but 
one outstanding feature of this problem, so far as our experience 
goes, is that it has led to a lot of corruption. That is a fact that. . 
cannot be denied. Now we get rice from outside. We have also 
got some rice produced here. We have not got sufficiently cor- 
rect data about it. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar started by say- 
ing that we produce only 40 per cent. of our requirements, and 
we want to get 60 per cent, from outside. We have all along 
been relying on those figures that his Government then published, 
I do not mean to say thatthe figures aré Tat Wrong. Anyway the 
ratio between the two does not seem lu aller substantially, As a 
matter of fact, in spite of our Grow More Food activities, even ~ 
now we are not in a position to say that the 40: 60 ratio has be- 
come changed to 45:55 ratio. The Food Minister or the Agri. - 
culture Minister will not be in a position to say that. Anyway 
at least from now we must begin to reduce that gulf, by increas« 
ng the one figure and lowering the other. But we must have 
accurate figures to start with. : 

Our rice ration is somewhere near five ounces a day. 

‘Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Six ounces. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Imean rice that is fit to go into the cook- 
ing pot. That is really only five ounces. (President’s Bell). I will 
try to wind up, Sir. But I have not yet taken up ten minutes. . 

So we have these six ounces. Still we find, Sir, that large 
quantities of rice are available in the black market. If you go to 
Nemom, or evento Karamana, you can purchase hundreds of 
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paras of locally produced, good rice. Where does all that come 
from? We talk a good deal of black marketing. There it is. It 
does exist. As my friend suggested, we must either tighten this 
control or at least take such steps as are calculated to reduce 
visible corruption. There has been a process of demoralisation 
going on in the country, and it is increasing. So let us try to 
tighten this control. The system at present followed is called the 
levy system. The cultivators are not allowed free sale. What 
are they to do with the grain left with them? There is free move- 
ment in certain places. Ido not know whether they allow free 
trade also, or only free movement is allowed. Ina case like this, 
free movement is meaningless unless free trade goes along with 
it. Ifitis so, let them say that. But as far as possible, let us 
tighten and make our rules more clearly enforced. That is one 
thing that I want. My friend Mr. Varghese suggested that there 
should be noprocurement here. I personally think that would 
be dangerous. Unless we ourselves produce more than we re- 
quire, how can we ask other provinces to produce for us? Ido 
not want to make you ring the bell again, Sir, and therefore I 
resume my seat. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I make one observation. Since a 
very important matter has been brought up, I think that further 
discussion may be continued only after the Government Benches 
explain their stand with regard to this matter. 

My. Speaker: That will be going back on the decision that 
we took, all the motions to be moved under Sub-heads (a) and (b) 
and sufficient time to be given to the Minister in charge to reply 
in a general way. What I propose to do is to put the cut motions 
on different heads and ultimately to put the demand also to 
vote. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: My suggestion is not that the hon. 
Minister should not exercise his right of reply at the end, but to 
make clear Government’s position at this stage, so that further 
speeches may be made unnecessary. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: On what particular point 
Sir ? ~~ 
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Shyi A, Thanu Pillai: Control. 


Mr. Speaker: Different hon. Members will raise different 
points and more points may hereafter be raised. Therefore, 
even if the Minister is called upon. to reply now, that will not 
cover all the points raised by hon. Members. 
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Shri O. C Ninan : I move to reduce the allotment of Rs. 4,200 
for pay of officers under B (1)—-Food Production Bord—by Re 1. 
Mr. Spzaker: Iwould request hon. Members to keep to 
the time limit of 5 minutes. 
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Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, I support the motion. 
The idea is only to invite the attention of Government to the 
’ failure in not extending the pumping facilities and to bring to 
the notice of Government the extreme necessity of extending 
itto all river systems in the State. I desire to apprise the 
Government that so far as the Cheruthuruthy river is concerned 
there is a great facility for pumping. Absolutely no sort of 
pumping facilities are provided by Government there. It 
would be worth the while to do it, because I:hold the view that 
there is a possibility for intensive cultivation. Sir, it is Puncha 
cultivation alone and not the other two crops which we 
are having now that will help us for intensive cultivation. 
Because in the light of the monsoon we are getting, any 
application of manure, artificial, will only end in waste. All 
will be washed away. For Punja, summer cultivation, it is the 
other way round. So that if intensive cultivation is to be re- 
sorted to, and if the Government propose to have an in- 
erease in yield, itis only right, Government should bestow all 
attention on the Puncha cultivation on lands. If pumping 
facilities and especially electric connections are extended to 
such places as Cheruthuruthy and Wadakkancheri, the yield 
can be increased to an appreciable extent. Thisis all that 
I have to say. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, we hear of this Food Production 
Board. At ong time it was established evidently with a view 
to providing a gentleman who was in the Ministry with a place 
outside the Ministry, when he went out for some political reason 
or other. Then also we objected. We said, any way the cre- 
ation of a Board of this kind should not be justified simply 
because an ex-Minister had to be provided with a decent place 
somewhere. At that time, he happened also to be a Member 
of this House: Even ‘then, objection was raised that a person 
holding an office of profit could not continue as a Member of 
this House, and somehow that gentleman had to keep out of 
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that Board. Of course, I do not mean any disparagement so 
.far as my friend Mr. Ikkanda Warrier is concerned. I have 
all respect for him. Anyway, the Board continues now. I 
think it is composed entirely of some officers. Now, Sir, we 
do not’ know what that Board is to be. As was pointed out 
this morning by Mr. Nataraja Pillai, we would very much like 
to be enlightened on the activities of the Government Depart- 
yaents and also Boards of this kind from time to time. It was 
the practice, Sir, so far as Travancore was concerned, and f 
understand that it was the same practice in Cochin also— to 
supply Administration Reports not only of the entire State, but 
_ also of the various Departments to the Members of the Legis- 
lature every year. But now for the last two years we have not 
been supplied with anything of that kind. It was stated by the 
hon. Minister this morning that the latest Administration 
Report is available as also those of the departments, but they 
relate to the year 1949-50. About the reports for 1950 and 
1951 we know nothing. 

The Board came into existence, I think, during the last two 
years. We do not know’ what this Board is to be. WhatI 
know is that it is composed of the heads’ of some Departments. 
What they are doing we do not know. Why should we add to 
the expenditure? Any scheme dealing with Food production 
should deal with cattle improvement, Veterinary, Poultry- 
breeding, etc. We want not only rice, but we want milk, we 
want eggs; we want other things. Here isa Board which deals 
with the distribution of lands. Of course, Government wanted 
to distribute all available lands among their supporters and 
that was how this Board came into being. When Mr. Ikkanda 
Warrier had to be provided, he was made the President of the 
Board. The things still continue. Now, I can understand a 
Board of this kind composed of representatives of the people 
who know the country and its requirements and also official 
members dealing with Food Production as a whole, doing the 
same effective work looking around and seeing how the things 
have to be correlated, and coordinated where, conirol has tobe 
exercised, how the leakage of public money can be avoided, etc. 
Here is a Board composed of a few officers who can at best deal 
with the distribution of lands. Why is governmental work 
being continued exactly as in the case of that other body, what 
we call the‘Revenue Board’? 

So, Sir, I am not at all satisfied that there is any purpose 
in continuing this Board. So let it go. At the same time I 
will insist that it should be a comprehensive food production 
scheme. Whatis the provision made by. the State to ensure 
milk supply? Our cattle are degenerating. We have no milk. 
Thatis an aspect of Food Production which is grossly ignored. 
I find some provision for cattle breeding in the budget. But 
that is quite inadequate. We want milk. Without milk, our 
people are going down in point of health. So, much greater 
attantion should be bestowed to the milk provision. Where is 
the pasture land for our cattle? That is athing of. the past. 
So, these aspects of the food production should be attended to, 
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Then, we must have eggs. I say every Travancore-Cochin 
citizen should eat at least one egg a day. The few eggs pro- 
duced here are being sent out. There was prohibition, Sir, to 
‘sending out eggs from the State formerly, I think during the 
Jast two years. That has been removed. It may be argued 
‘why? We get money’. Why? We can get money for other 
things, for tapioca, if we sell it outside. Similarly we should 
give facilities for our people at least to get as nutritious a food 
as is available in the State. So, the egg export isa matter that 
has to be reconsidered. The health of our people is going down. 
Eat one egg a day, at least—how many people do it? So, 
Government should take into account all these factors and see 
that there is some kind of agency which would deal with matters 
of this kind. I can understand that. But here is a Board 
composed of a few officials for lands being distributed to their 
favourites. Now, they say they have stopped it. 


Iam not at all satisfied that this provision is necessary. 
Therefore, I move that this may be omitted. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I too think that there is no 
necessity to provide Rs. 58,000 for the pay of the officers of the 
Board. The genesis of the Board was explained here and I do 
not want to go into that matter. But it was decided in 1950 that 
there must be an officer? For what.? It was felt necessary that 
there should be an officer to co-ordinate the Grow More Food 
activities and this is what we have. Government said “We have 
appointed a Special Officer for Food Production whose duty it 
will be to co-ordinate the Grow More Food Schemes”. But in 
1950 they changed it into a Board. Somany things in our country 
are connected with the political changes. I leave it at that. 


What is the function of the Board, and, what is it doing today? 
To-day that Board has a Secretary, no Chairman, and it is called 
a Board. Some money is provided. It is not a co-ordinating 

‘agency at all, but rather functions as a connecting link between 
the different departments of the Government. What is the real 
function they are doingis unknown to this House. One definite 
thing which it was doing was inviting applications and disposing — 
of applications for lands. They used to make recommendations 
for assigning lands to particular individuals or societies. That 
kind of work was being done by this Board. I do not know whe- 
ther that system still continues. At any rate, they were doing 
real harm to the country. I know, Sir, that under the sanction 
of this Board lands were given on lease on Kuthagapattom to 
various persons. That has really affected the cultivation in these 
areas. Sir, in the three southernmost taluks, even the lands 
used as grazing ground for cattle were leased out. 

It is one ‘of the most important and absolutely necessary 
thing in that area, that is grazing ground for the cattle. Those 
jands were leased out under the Grow More Food Scheme. 
Under that scheme private individuals and capitalists have begun 
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to take possession of it making profits out of it. Similarly there 
were big encroachments in certain areas and it is found that in- 
fluential capitalists are behind it. The Government machinery 
finds itself incapable even of taking statutory action under the 
Land Encroachment Act. ‘The Government machinery has no 
sufficient strength to see that these people who are encroaching 
on Government lands are evicted. That happens in South and 
North Travancore alike. So, this intermediary institution is 
practically useless and unnecessary in the present context. It | 
does not serve any useful purpose. It has not done anything to 
co-ordinate the activities of the Grow More Food Campaign’ If 
itismanure supply, it is.purely under the control of the Agri- 
cultural Department. If it is land assignment, it is purely 
under the control of the Land Revenue Department. If it is 
Irrigation works, itis under the P. W. Department. Then, what 
function does this Board do? We do not know. Perhaps it 
may be an useful institution for certain interested individuals. 
Therefore, it is absolutely unnecessary to continue to spend 
this much amount on this Department and,I also support the 
motion for the omission of the grant.

Tt is extended to Chittur in the Cochin area also. 

(b) Yes ; except in Trivandrumand Chittur taluks. Steps 
aer being taken to set up committees in these taluks also ;

> Answex. : 


(a) The Cottage Industries Board has already framed 
specific schemes for the improvement of some of the important 
existing cottage industries in the State and for the development 
of new ones. These schemes are being considered by Govern- 
ment. A scheme has already been launched for the development 
of the palm gur industry and this is particularly -beneficial to 
South Travancore. 


(b) With a view to improve the technique of palm gur 
manufacture and to organise the palm gur_ manufacturers on co- 
operative basis, a Palm Gur Development Scheme was launched 
in March 1951. The scheme was continued during the financial 
year 1951-52. Under the scheme, there are 6 trained palm gur 

‘Instructors and an Organiser with head quarters at Neyyattinkara. 
The instructors have been posted at six important palm gur manu- 
facturing centres in the State. They have been supplied with 
implements such as iron pans, gratings, etc., to demonstrate the 
improved methods of manufacturing palm gur. The Organiser 
and the Instructors organise Co-operative Societies of gur manu- 
facturers. 31 societies have already been organised. A proposal 
to increase the number of Instructors, to extend financial assi- 
stance to the societies and to continue the scheme during the cur- 
rent financial year is being considered by Government. Govern- 
ment have also allowed the North Kalkulam Palm Gur Co-opera- 
tive Society Ltd., No. 3173, Nagercoil to collect fuel from an area 
of 63 acres of State forest at concessional rate of Rs. 300 per acre 
for distribution to bona fide palm gur manufacturers.

My. Speaker: Order. Order. The time for interpellations 
is over and we now proceed to the financial business. 

12 Noon] I have a suggestion to place before the House. That is, 
the Demand for the Police Department contains several sub-heads 
from (a) to (e) and a large number of cut motions have been 
received in respect of them. Therefore, to facilitate discussion 
and to enable, all the members to take part in it, I suggest tha? 
four cut motions may be moved at first viz., cut motion No, 1 on 
(a), No. 10 on (b), No. 19 on the total atlotment sub-head, and 
No. 25 on grand total. When all these fcur motions are before 
the House members will be enabled to discuss the whole Depart- 
ment; otherwise, when a cut motion on a particular subject is 
discussed the Speaker will have to restrict discussion to the 
subject relevant to the cut motion. My present suggestion will 
be found convenient to the members to carry on the discussion in 
a general way. ; 
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Mr, Speaker: One is in the name of Mr. Balakrishna Menon 
and the other is in the name of Mr. Rajagopalan Nair. 
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Mr. Speaker: I have taken into consideration all these 
aspects and I trust that my suggestion, if accepted by the House, 
will give the opposition members ample time. 


Shri P. S. Nataraia Pillai: Sir, my cut motion No. 17 is for 
the omission of an item. 


Mr, Speaker: I appreciate all those things. And, it is to 
facilitate discussion that Ihave given this suggestion. Have you 
got any objection to accept it ? ; 


Shri. A. Thanu Pillai: After all, I don’t know what is going 
to happen to cut motion No. 17, but I would suggest that when 
there is a specific motion for an actual cut that should not be 
ruled out any way. 


Mr. Speaker: Iam making only a suggestion. If there isa 
specific cut that may be allowed to be moved separately. If that 
is going to facilitate discussion Iam prepared to concede that. 


Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: Motion No. 17 stands in my name 
and I may be allowed to move it under that particular head and - 
though Motion No. 19 also stands in my name, any other member 
may be called upon to move his motion under that head. I may 
be allowed to move my specific cut motion. 


Mr. Speaker: Now, I will call upon the Minister to make 
his motion. 


Demand XV—Police—Rs. 55,39,000. 


_ Shyi T. M. Varghese: Sir, I move for a grant of Rs; 55,39,000 
under Demand XV—Police. 


Shri Panampillii Govinda Menon: I second it. 
Shri K, Balakrishna Menon: Sir, I move: 


To reduce the allotment of Rs. 17,890 under Budget head XV-- 
Police—for pay of officers by Re. 1. 


My object in moving this motion is to impress upon the Gov- 
ernment the necessity of expeditiously disposing of all com- 
plaints received by the Police administration. In these days of 
democracy, if the Inspector-General of Police and the other 
officers of the department are to survive they should earn the 
good will and confidence of the public. But the way. they treat 
the complaints they receive against their men and officers, it 
would look that they care two hoots for public good will and 
public opinion. I shall cite, Sir, a few instances but I do not 
prop ose to take up the time of the House by dilating upon them. 
I will only refer to one instance which I believe is still green in 
your memory. I refer to the Sabarimala incident, not the inci- 
dent which has taken place of late but the prior one viz., the 
destruction of the idol. You remember, Sir, what a barrage of 
questions was raised in this House, but with what result? Even 
with Shri Kalathil in.the Cabinet not an inch of progress has 
been made in the investigation of this case. Now, it seems to be 
a closed chapter. At the same time, the attitude of the Govern- 
ment also does not seem to be anything helpful, When there is 
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an appreciable volume of public opinion for holding enquiries 
into police excesses, Government are not able to meet that 
demand but take their stand on the ground of maintenance of the 
morale of the Police. I for one cannot understand the logic of it, 
If things are as reported to them, the enquiry can end in one way 
only; that is to the credit of the department. That will help to 
maintain the morale. But let me make it clear, Sir, that the 
maintenance of the morale of the -Police is not an exclusive 
monopoly of the Government. We are also equally anxious for 
it, Our anxiety is only for the weeding out of the bad element 
from the Police Department. The Police should be the instru- 
ment for the protection of the people rather than be the engine 
of oppression. 

IT should also add one word on the method of enquiry. If 
my information is correct, two sets of enquiries are being made 
regarding all complaints made aganst the Police. I am told that 
Departmental enquiries side by side with C. I. D. enquiries were 
made, Now if any departmental enquiry is made, the enquiring 
officer happens to be the immediate superior of the offender ; and 
the result is the report submitted by him is very often clouded 
and diametrically opposite to the report submitted by the C.I. D. 
So much so, the Inspector-General of Police happens to be 
between the horns.of a dilemma ashe could not choose between 
the two. What often he does is to pigeon-hole both these reports. 
Now I should like to put it to the Government that when we 
agitate here on any question of corruption, or inefficiency on the 
part of the police, Government should understand that we are 
not doing it for the purpose of playing to the gallery but to help 
the Government and at the same time, help the police. I would 
therefore suggest to Government to call for all the reports made 
since the last two years and look into the date of complaints, the 
date of final reports and the action taken on each; and if they 
find anything wrong take action on that. I have nothing more 
to add. 

Shri N, Rajagopalan Nair: Sir, I move: 

“To veduce the allotment of Rs. 40,59,100 for District Exesntive 
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Mr. Speaker : Now, I will call upon Mr. Nataraja Pillai to 
move his motion No. 17. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move to reduce the allot- 
ment of Rs. 40,59,100 for District Executive Force by Rs. 8,300. 


Sir, on page 79 of the Budget there is a provision for one 
Circle Inspector on Rs. 175-225. An amount of Rs. 2,500 is pro- 
vided for this. On page 80, under the heading, Temporary, one 
Sub Inspector. of Police, three Head-constables and six special 
constables are provided for and an allotment of Rs. 5,800 is given. 
Both together come to Rs. 8,300. Sir, my motion is to abolish this 
special stall. Thestaff issaid to be provided for to investigate 
the desecration of temples and other places of worship. We know 
that some two years ago a very sacred temple of the Hindus was 

‘desecrated. Police investigation was going on for two years con- 
tinuously. We had investigation by the Travancore Police De- 
partment. This Government found that our police force was not 
brisk or efficient or capable of investigating that matter. There- 
fore, they got down a police officer of the adjoining State to in- 
vestigate the matter. It was openly admitted in this House that 
a report was presented to Government. After consideration of 
that report for some time more, the Travancore Police was asked 
to enquire into the matter later on. Itis more than a year since 
this happened and they have now appointed a special staff for this 
special purpose and putit down under the heading “Investigation 
into the desecration of temples and other places of worship.” I 
know that at that time there were some instances of desecration 
of temples and other places of worship as well, But does this 
staff or this investigation serve any useful purpose. I feel no 
useful purpose will be served by continuing this item. During 
the course of answering the interpellations, it was stated that in 
some cases of desecration at other places and some minor temples 
in the State, cases were taken and prosecution launched and so 
on. Then, Sir, after that stray incident of that year, we have 
not heard so far of any further attempts at desecration of tem- 
ples or other places of worship. That incident was ‘one of the 
unfortunate things in a country where people of different re- 
ligions were living so amicably so long. The people here are 
able to live with mutual regard and confidence and ‘with amica- 
bility. “But there was an isolated incident at a particular place. 
“Its true that amajor temple which was considered by the Hindu 
Section of the people as.a place of greatsanctity was desecrated. 
That incident gave real pain to the votaries of that religion. But 
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that incident has passed away. Why should we perpetuate that 
when our Government and the Police force have disgracefully 
demohstrated their incapacity to investigate that crime? Why 
should you perpetuate that by keeping an investigation staff and 
spending money out of the public treasury? For my purpose, it 
is aclosed chapter. Let us look to the future. Let us not rankle 
the old wound. I assert that it was because of the callousness 
of the Government and the disgraceful inefficiency of the Depart- 
ment that they were not able to trace one of the major crimes 
committed in this country. Let usnot goon wrangling about it. 
Let us not think aboutit. Let us forget it and banish the whole 
thing from our mind. Let us come to the normal life. The mere 

fact that a staff is provided for in the Travancore-Cochin Budget 

_. to investigate the desecration of temples and places of worship, 

is itself, a disgrace, according to me, Sir, to the citizens of this 

State. we are above religious rivalries and religious antagonism. 

We have lived happily for centuries inthis country as votaries of 

different religions and as brothers of the same family. Why 

should we pervetuate the trouble? Let us abolish it and let the 

- failure of the Department and the failure ef the Government to 

trace and properly investigate that crime be a standing monument 

tothe disgrace of that Department and the inefficiency of the 

then Government of this country. Therefore, I plead earnestly 

before this House'to vote down this demand and omit this amount 

from the Budget, which would otherwise only make it appear 

that the people: in this State are prone to destroy temples and 

“places of worship. With these words, I earnestly request the 

hon‘ble Members of this House to vote down this amount, 


Mr. Speaker : Under totalallotment, the first motion stands 
in the name of Shri E. Krishnan Nair but he is not in his seat. 
Dr. N. S. Pillai will move his cut motion, which comes next. 


Dr. N. 5. Pillai: Sir, I move to reduce the allotment of 
Rs. 3,22,800 for Criminal Investigation Department by Re. 1. 
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Shri M. William: Sir, the Police Department is the vertebra 
of the State. The strength of the State depends upon the strength 
of the Police Department which must necessarily derive its 
strength from the public. The Police force by their good beha- 
viour, their good services, their impartial actions, and their 
sympathetic consideration of the grievances of the public must 
win their hearty co-operation. ‘They must cease to be engines of 
oppression. They must feel. that they are the servants of the 
public at large. : 


Sir, the Police Department is not run on sound lines. The 
morale has gone down.. The antiquated methods adopted for 
investigation of crimes, the mode of making enquiries, the mode 
of prosecuting cases, the one sided way of doing things, all 
contributed to the deterioration of the service. Corruption has 
become rampant. There are different grades of corruption as 
‘there are different grades of officers. The very many checking 
_ stations established throughout the Main Road have become 
-gollection offices. The Police out-posts have become petty courts, 
constables trying the cases. To add to all these things, commu- 
-nalism in its ugliest forms have shown its head in the depart- 
ment, Deserving officers are not given their due promotions, 
They do not get any encouragement at the hands of the Inspector- 
‘General of Police. Corrupt officers and scamped attendants are 
unduly promoted and encouraged, I shall, if necessary quote 
instances of officers of sterling character and ability, officers 
who have won rewards after rewards for their brilliant services 
stand condemned by the Inspector General of Police. Sir, the 
injustice that is inflicted oh them especially on the Tamilian 

- officers cannot be tolerated any longer. The Anticorruption 
Branch which is under the control of the Inspector-General of 
Police has not so far reported any cases. of corruption among 
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the Police Officers. Sir, is it not incongruous that the Anti- 
corruption Special Branch whichis also to report. about the 
Police Officers should be placed under the Inspector General 
of Police. Sir, is itnot high time to bring that special section 
under the control of a D.S.P. whois directly responsible to 
the Ministry. The way in which the Anti-corruption Branch 
and the C. I. D. Branch are manned leads to very many sus~ 
picions. It is significant Sir, and the House may draw its own 
inferences that most of the officers in the above Special 
Sections are acting in their cadres and not permanent men. 
The C. I. D. Section which was not able to know beforehand 
the premeditated and planned attacks on the Alleppey and 
Edappally police stations stands condemned before the public. 
The entire system must be overhauled and men of character and 
ability should be appointed in those branches. 

Sir, the Tamilian officers suffer a gecd deal under the 
present administration. W-paid Tamilian constables are posted 
in the northern parts where no Tamil schools are available. 
Their meagre pay is not even sufficient fer one meal daily. 
The other Tamilian officers also are posted in the northern parts , 
_of Travancore-Cochin. ‘Their due promotions are barred. Sir, 
the Tamilian officers know better the conditions prevailing in 
’ the Tamil areas, the habits of thought of the people, the land 
tenures end similar other things which would enable them to 
deal with situations in such a way asto win the support of the 
public. So, Sir, I request the hon. Minister for Law and Order 
to do at least bare justice to the Tamilian officers and save them, 
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Shri Nedumangad R, Kesavan Nair: Sir, possibly there is no 
other department which has come up fer so much criticism as the 
Police. For the last somany days we have been hearing allega- 
tions of every nature being made against the members of the 
force. The main allegation that has been levelled against them 
seems to be the excesses committed by the Police. It will be 
admitted that for maintaining peace in a country a force like the 
police is necessary. I believe that even in Russia thereis a 
police force. I also believe that the hon. Members who form the 
opposition also would concede for a moment at least that a Police 
force is necessary in every State. . 

The next question is as to how we can reform the force. The 
main functions that are alloted to the force are “prevention and 
detection of crime” and “preservation of peace”, Matters would 
have been well if the police have been left alone to do their duty 
properly especially in the prevention and detection of crimes. 
But there is an all-engaging subject that harasses them always. 
They are not allowed to preserve the peace. Some members of 
a particular organisation are always onthe warpath. They 
always want to disturb public tranquility by holding meetings 

-and jathas and making offensive speeches and addresses by 
bringing charges against the Government, inciting the crowd 
and telling them that misery, famine, pestilence, in fact every-~ 
thing that is found bad in the world, is due to the Congress rule. 
Mind you, Sir, this is addressed to a-pliable audience susceptible 
to feelings and emotions. I don’t mean any disparagement to 
any hon. Member sitting opposite to us. But several members 
onthe other side are responsible for this. . They incite the . 
students against educational authorities whenever something is 
done by them, to the dislike of the students, They approach 
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the students and misdirect them and ask them to accept such 
challenges by the Government. If the library fee is increased the 
members of this organization go and tell the students “Look 
here, Government have done this thing and you must accept the 
challenge and rise as one man against Government.” Sir, this is 
a most unhealthy feature among the students that has come into 
existence. It is high time that the hon. Members opposite 
would realise that they are responsible people. Sir, we have 
all fought for freedom. You, Sir, fought for it along with us. 
Wehave always been subjected to all sorts of indignities and 
repressions of a very, severe nature was effected. Was there a 
single instance of indiscipline among us in the prisons where we 
were detained ? In fact, we wanted ourselves to be arrested, 
We subjected ourselves to the discipline which was the 
watch-word of our movement. Such was the thing which 
existed 14 years back. Persecution of the worst type we had 
to undergo. Sir, don’t you remember those occasions ? when we 
participated in political agitations. Two of the local editors were 
manhandled and very many things of an undesirable types were 
done. But absolute non-violence was our watch-word and 
-therefore we subjected ourselves to all these indignities. But 
look at the conditions prevailing now. Police Inspectors are 
murdered, police men are murdered, and police stations are 
burned and pillaged. The worst form of butchering is being 
done to them. Think of the Edappally incident, Sir. The 
sentry was murdered. He was found on the floor writhing and 
groaning with pain and with his blood impressions were made’ on 
the wall. An Inspector of Police was speared and another 
Inspector was brutally tacked to death. Are these small 
instancesto beignored ? When we find that these instances 
are on the increase we are tempted to ask “Is there a Govern- 
ment functioning here ?” Sir, whatIsay is when we take up 
the responsibility of administration we must rule and we must 
rule withiron hand. Now let us see what is the reason for all 
these cries against the Police. Sir, right under the nose of the 
Home Minister, at Pazhavangadi, in this capital city, we find 
almost on all the evenings, processions and jathas assembling and 
meetings being held. All sorts of vituparative and obscene lan- 
guages are used. A father and son could not beable to stand 
and hear the speeches and addresses made there for fear. of 
shame. The fiery speeches made there kindle the mob psycho- 
logy, and passion is aroused among the crowd. A strong feeling 
of antipathy against the Government is created, and nearby 
the unfortunate Police man is there at his post of duty. He has 
to be there to maintain peace. He remains there with his life in 
his mouth trembling all the time as to what would happen, He 
could not know what these agitated people would be doing the next 
moment. Under such background it happened that on one occasion 
a dagger was plunged into the heart of a police man who died on 
the spot. A common experience that the policeman on duty 
will have to face. If he is not found on the spot he is questioned 
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and punished for dereliction of duty by his superiors. The 
speeches that are often made at these meetings kindle the flame 
of discontent among the crowd. And the speeches are made 
mostly to inexperienced students, illiterate labourers and dis- 
gruntled workers who have been thrown out of work. The 
policeman at his duty post is pelted with stones for the reason 
that he is there to maintain peace. No wonder that at such times 
the police will have to use force in dispersing the violent crowd.° 
In the pandemonium that would follow, is it humanly possible 
for the policeman to modulate that amount of force that should 
be exercised to every individual? Some sort of excess inevitably 
happens. The so called leaders after setting the ball in motion 
and after this mischief has been done go about saying that the 
police have committed excesses. Does this stand to reason or 
logic? They depart after taking their pause to the next meeting. 


Look at the havoc done to the student population by this 
organisation—I am not disparaging any particular hon. Member 
on :the other side. They induce them to resort to subversive 
activities. A father sends his son toschool and very soon the 
boy finds his place in the police lock-up because of this. The 
poor father could only weep. These gentlemen who are members 
of this subversive organisation, are doing a positive disservice to 
the society. I might not be using too strong a language if I say 
that they are amenace to society. The hon. Member from 
Varkala said that the police discipline exists in other countries 
also. I would like to tell him that all such organisations which 
prove to be a menace to society are nippedin the bud and not 
allowed.to flourish in other countries. Otherwise, havoc would 
be the result. Sir, if such sorts of vandalism is allowed to go 
on unchecked I do not know where we are going toend. It is 
high time for the Government to do something very effective and 
strong to check these tendencies at least for the safety of our 
person and property. We are all at one with the hon. Members 
who spoke for enhancement of the policemen’s pay. We are all 
agreed there. But let us live and let us let live. Let not the 
policeman be killed. Now Sir, what about constable Mr. 
Oommen who fell a victim to mob violence. He died in harness 
leaving behind him seven fatherless children. In like manner 
there are several destitute families of policemen who met with 
such violent deaths and children who are now orphaned and 
suffering. They suffer Sir, owing to the irresponsible actions 
of the followers of these subversive organisations. These gentle. 
men tall of their comrades’ death— Surendran‘s and Raghavan‘s 
death. Surendran lost his life while he was breaking the law 
and disturbing the peace. But the policeman who was killed 
lost his life while preserving Jew and maintaining 
peace. Surendran was wantedin 5 cases. The policemen lose 
their lives at the hands of men like Surendran when they are 
serving the State by preserving peace and order which are so 
much essential for the well being of the society, 
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Mr. Speaker : That is again the same point. Let us be 
solerant, They are accustomed to some manners, especially, the 
public speakers, 
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-Mr. Speaker . I'appeal to the good sense of the House not 
to refer to that matter any more. 

Shri T, K. Krishnan: Sir, on a point of order. Will you 
be kind enough to see that these questions are deleted from the 
proceedings of the House? 

Mr. Speaker: There is absolutely nothing unparliamentary. 
We must be prepared to give and take. ; 
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Shri R. Kesava Pillai: On a point of order, Sir. These 
remarks are made against one Chellappan Nair, Inspector of 
Police. Is it fair on the part of the hon. Member to make such 
remarks, when the aggrieved gentleman has no chance to answer 
the charges made against him ? 

Mr. Speaker: Iwas just tolerating that because I thought 
that would help to advance the hon. Member’s argument. But 
even without mentioning names, the hon. Member could very 
effectively make his point. Therefore, if itis not highly neces- 
sary, names of individuals should not be mentioned during 
discussions. 
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Mr. Speaker : Please do not use that language. In fact, all 
these should have been disallowed.

As I suggested the other day, today also, I place a suggestion 
before the House, so that the whole Demand may be discussed, 
and-a large number of Members may be enabled to take part 
in the discussion. 


Cut motion No. 2 in the list standing in the name of Shri E. 
P. Varghese, No. 6 standing in the name of Shri. P. S. Nataraja 
Pillai, No, 26 in the name of the Trivandrum member, and No. 37 
in the name of Shri Narayanan Potti may be moved. If all these 
are moved atthe outset before commencing the discussion, all 
the different sub-heads will be before the House and discussion 
‘ean proceed on that basis. 


Shri R. Kesava Pillai: What about motion No, 4, Sir ? 

Mr. Speaker: I have taken into consideration several cir- 
cumstances before proposing this arrangement. Is it generally 
agreeable to the House ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, In moving this motion No. 2, can I 
speak with reference to motion 11 as also generally ? 

Mr. Speaker: You can speak. 


Si jonni E. Gopalakrishna Menon: What about motion No, 14, 
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Mr. Speaker: I considered that motion. That motion is not 
in order, because the hon. Member wants to cut an amount 
which involves acharged sum, The purpose of the hon. 
Member will be served by enabling his party-man Mr. Potti to 
move his motion. 


Now, I will call upon the Minister to move the Demand. 


Chief Minister (Shri A. J. John): Sir, I move foran 
amount of Rs. 14,99,500 under Demand No, IX—Heads of States, 
Ministers and Headquarters Staff. 

Shri T, M. Varghese: I second it. 

Shi E. P. Varghese: Sir, I move: . 

To reduce the allotment of Rs. 3,55,800 for Government 
Hospitality Organisation by Rs. 25,000. ° 

Sir, in moving this motion I am not in possession of all 
the details that I should like to have, because I do not know 
what amount has been spent on catering by the Hospitality 
Department last year and year before last. Any way, there is 
an allotment of Rs. 55,000 under Government Hospitality 
Organisation particularly for catering alone. I think that this 
expenditure for catering could be reduced and has to be reduced 
to Rs. 30,000/— because we find that in these days we have not 
got so many costly guests as in the days of the foreign Govern, 
ment and this sum of Rs. 55,000 for catering alone is too much 
and I want to draw the attention of Government. to see whether. 
this expenditure could not be reduced. If the whole amount 
is not spent, of course, I have no objection. But if it is found 
that this sum is spent and accounted for, then it is a waste. 
Unless there is some special guest like the President or the 
Prime Minister of India or some other person is coming here, 
there is no necessity for such a large amount as Rs. 55,000 for 
catering. Not only that. It may be that many of the Ministers 
from the Centre come here. I do not think it is necessary that 
we should spend such large sums as we used to spend in olden 
days for Governors and’ Viceroys. I think this was a sort of 
customary allotment used to be made year after year. This 
was not scrutinised and so this amount happend to be included 
inthis year’s budget also. I want to draw the attention of 


Government to this. - 
_ Another thing which I have to say is with reference to 
the Travellers’ Bureau.. This is a matter which hasbeen very + 
much condemned by public opinion in this State as far as I have 
been able to know. Ihave discussed this matter with several 
persons, and none seemed to approve the handing over of 
Government buildings, Government furniture — very costly and 
very fine buildings — for the conduct of a Travellers Bureau 
by some private agency, a Joint Stock Company, whose capital 
is unknown, whose share-holders are unknown and whether 
they have furnished security for these buildings and furniture 
is also not known. We have handed over 16 buildings, some of 
them very fine buildings. But for the convenience of the 


2{137/V. 
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travellers including Government officers, I find there are no 
other Covernment buildings in some of these places since 
the Rest Houses have been handed over to this Bureau. Now 
the Government is going to construct other buildings there. 
That shows that there is necessity for Rest Houses in many of 
these places. It is because those Rest Houses are handed over 
to the Travellers’ Bureau, others have to be constructed. Ido 
not see why there is so much of love for this Travellers’ 


Bureau. 


Shri P, S. Natarvaja Pillai:| May I know from the Member 
whether the personnel of the establishment included in the 
budget demand are working in the private company ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Iam not sure. If that is so, it is 
worse. 

What I have to bring to the notice of Government is that 
Gevernment buildings are not intended for such things. These 
buildings are intended for the convenience of the travelling 
public, respectable persons and also officers. Now, these buildings 
have been handed over to a company. It would be a very 
convenient thing if Government would put up fine buildings, 
furnish them and hand them over to private agencies for 
running hotels. There may be many persons to run such 
concerns. But that was not the purpose of constructing these 
buildings. Ido not think Government is justified in handing 
over these Government buildings to private concerns. How- 
ever. profitable it might be for the Government, they are 
not intended for the purpose, and I have to condemn this in very 
strong terms, with all the emphasis that I can command. I 
would strongly disapprove of such a conduct on the part of the 
Government. 

The number of interpellations we had in this session and 
in the previous session and the rush for supplementary questions 
on that subject might have convinced the hon. Ministers that 
this scheme is not much approved of by this House. 


. And when I come to the General Administration as a 
whole, there are many things which should be mended; but as 
the time at my disposal is not enough, I leave it to other speakers 
to deal with them in detail. There is alot of delay in disposing 
of things. If we, the representatives of the people, approach 
Government and Ministers for public needs, they very readily 
say it would be done. But itis not done. It simply lies over. © 
We are sent away with some sort of pleasant words and hopes. 
But things goon in the usual way. Sir, the delay has become . 
proverbial. It has become a custom. No order comes out. 
Even if it comes, it comes very late. There are also many things of 
public utility which are not attended to as expeditiously as the | 
hon. Ministers are expected todo. I would emphasise that the 
little that they can do must be done expeditiously, so that there 
must be at least as much satisfaction to the people. The hon., 
Ministers will have realised from the result of the, last elections, 
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that the people are not satisfied with the Congress Government, 
that they did not give that amount of satisfaction as was expected. 
So it is time that they mend their ways finding what their mis- 
takes are. Ithink they are able to understand what their mistakes 
are and correct them. Otherwise, we would be going from bad 
to worse. Then we will havean administrator or a Government 
of the leftists which Ido not wish at all. We should not drive 
things to that extent. If things are going on as we see, I do not 
know whether there is any substantial improvement either in 
the tone or in the method of administration. Things are going 
on as in the past. So, I would draw the attention of Government ~ 
that things must be mended. There must be some sort of speedy 
disposal of things. Even if they can do only a little, let them do 
it early andin proper time. Corruption is on the increase and 
unless the general tone and the morale of the administration is 
improved, unless the top is correct, and there is some discipline 
among themselves and consequently in the rank and file, the 
administration won’t improve. The discipline in the colleges 
and schools is going down. The officers do not care for the 
orders of the Ministers. They do not seem to be very‘much 
concerned in carrying out the orders of the Ministers. Even 
when reports are called for from Heads of Departments, they 
do not seem to obey the orders, they send up the reports late, 
and orders are not got in time. 
It is a vast field; Sir, this General Administration, and so, 
I do not inténd to rove about like that. I want to make only a 
specific point, -viz, the reduction of the catering expenditure. 
Of course, it isa smallitem. Iam sure that the Chief Minister 
who is very sparing about money would be very glad to see that 
some lump reduction is made somewhere in this item, Then 
the Travellers’ Bureau. So far as this State is concerned, this is 
a matter to be seriously lookedinto. Before any agreed proposal 
takes shape and any definite contract is entered into regarding 
this Travelle’rs Bureatt business I suggest that the idea must be . 
dropped. With these words I move this motion and request the: 


House to pass it. 
Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move : 
To omit the.allotment of Rs. 50,000 for Travelling Allowance. ~ 


Sir, in the light of the rulings given I wish to saya few 


words on the most important problem, that faces the Govern- 
tion of a State 


ment today. Sir, to carry on the administra 
efficiently , a conterited and loyal service is absolutely necessary. 
Without that no administration is possible.. All the ills to which 
we are subject today , is due to the want of morale in our 
service. The corruption delay, and even inefficiency is due to 


the want of morale in the service. And, I am compelled to 
that this want of 


think in the present set of circumstances , ; i 
morale is due to the insecure conditions of service that exist 
now. Sir, we are now an integrated state which has a service 
that has not yet been integrated. Service integration is a thorny 
problem which causes great disappointment, heartburning and 
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discontent among the whole service. Sir, without effecting an 
integration and settling the problem once for all, no effort on the 
part of the people in the Treasury Benches will be able to bring 
about good administration in this country. Therefore, that 
problem has to be faced. Thereare certain difficulties in solv- 
ing this problem which seem insurmountable asfar asIam able | 
to see. One of the basic factors which stands in the way of inte- 
gration is, as far as ] was able to see when I attempted to study 
that problem, that service in lower ranks in Cochin carried 
higher seales of pay and the number was alsofew compared to 
those of Travancore. But in Travancore the service had higher 
scales of pay in higher ranks than in Cochin. There was a dis- 
parity in number also. So, in the lower grades’ of service 
which we have compared, a large number in Cochin draw higher 
scales of pay but the number is small when compared with 
the personnel in Travancore. In Travancore we have higher 
scales of pay: with comparatively higher number of officers but at 
the same time the Cochin Officers are drawing lower scales of 
pay. To integrate these services without causing hardship is 
really a matter of great difficulty. And, Sir, we have a history 
behind with regard to the integration that has been attempted 
in Travancore. It was at the very outset settled that the matter 
must be decided as early, as possible. But even after three. 
years wehave not begun toattempt it. Government in their 
proceedings dated 27-9-1950 decided to formulate certain basic 
principles for adopting the integration. Then, Sir, it was again 
revised on 31-8-1951 and later on it was again revised on 9-4-52, 
A set of officers from State Services or Provincial Services 
with Secretarjat experience have worked at it and submitted 
their reports which were not completely acceptable to the 
Cabinet and did not satisfy the services as a whole. Gopala 
swamy, Ramunni Menon and Sundaram had submitted their 
reports. Yet the problem has not been clarified to be impli- 
mented by Government at once. And the problem is further 
complicated by one unhappy incident which occurred at the 
time of integration. Sir, if my information is correct the erst- 
while Cochin State Government on 27-6-1949 upgraded their 
services, made confirniations without substantive vacancies and 
effected changes in the scales of pay and ranks of officers four 
days before the actual integration took place, that is on 1-7-49. 
Sir, that further complicated the matter. People who were 
drawing lower pay four days before the integration suddenly got 
themselves upgraded and confirmed in places carrying higher 
scales of pay. Onthe other hand, in Travancore services, itis 
reported—I am not expected , nor am I able in spite of my best 
efforts to get at the exact facts about these things— substantially 
no change was attempted even from the past three years before 
the date of integration. So Sir, that complicated the problem 
further , and no settlement has been attempted or decided. In 
the principles adumbrated in the Government proceedings dated 
27-9-50 there is a statement that there will be a crucial date , 
that is, the date 1-1-1949. This is what isstated: : 
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“In order to eliminate the andue advantages which certain indivi- 
duals may have devived in the period immediately preceding the 
integration of the two States, the date let January 1949 will, 
where possible, be adopted as the atavting point for the purpose 

_ of integration of the personnel.’’ 


The crucial date was accepted in spite of certain objections* 
“Whether that was the right position or not , whether Govern- 
ment could ignore the confirmations made by a legally consti- 
tuted Government, are all questions with acertain amount of 
legal principles involved init. That fact alsohas to be consi- 
dered. Then, Sir, Government enunciated the principle that 
distribution of permanent posts between the Travancore branch 
and the Cochin branch of service willdepend on the ratio of 
the number of permanent posts in the same or similar grade or 
class in the respective services. Iamnow made to understand 
Sir, that in the Secretariat in the present re-allocation the total 
strength ason 1-1-1949 was 249, Travancore getting 190 and 
Cochin getting 57. The strength of the staff now adopted under 
the reorganisation seems to be 269, Travancore getting 186 and 
Cochin getting 83. Now; when the ratio is worked out you can 
see that Travancore loses 28 places. In the same way there is 
acase thatin ranking, Travancore branch of service has been 
discriminated against. That is a proposition which has to be 
taken up. In the reorganisation of the Excise Department the 
claims of the Travancore personnel were ignored in the matter 
of upgrading by seniority. That is the present situation with 
regard to the Travancore service. How far itis true, I do not 
know. It seems that people without any substantive posts, but, 
only with acting service, were given higher ranks in the cadre 
of Circle Inspectors. Ihave found this to be true when looking 
into the Civil List. So, Sir, if the date 1-1-49 is to be taken as 
the crucial date the question of fixing the relative seniority in 
a particular grade must be based on this date and this principle 
must be accepted and acted on without deviation. But this. has 
not been done in the matter of reorganising the Excise Depart- 
ment. In these circumtances what Ihave'to say as a concrete 
proposition for the consideration of the House and the “Cabinet 
is that in view of the failure of this Cabinet and the previous 
Cabinet to solve this problem of integration of the services and 
in view of the charges that are being levelled against particular 
sections, of the Cabinet and particular sections of the services, 
the matter should be left to the decision of some. high judicial 
officer of some other State and he must be given the right to 
adjudicate upon it and the Government must declare that his 
award will be binding on one and: all in the services of the two 
States. Sir, in that connection I have one word more to say. 
In the course of adjudication of this matter by a high judicial 
officer not below the rank of High Court Judge, opportunity 
must be given to both sections of the service to place their ° 

- respective views through their representatives before the ad- 
judicating officer. The views of the Cabinet must also be heard 
by him. That alone will settle the question. In the interest of 
country, and in the interests of the service I earnestly plead 
that my suggestions may he considered by this House, . 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I beg to move: 


ti To reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,51,600 for Finance Depart. 
ment by Re. 1. 


Sir, I had given notices of a number of motions; but since 
you have ruled that only one motion need be moved by one 
Member and the whole demand may be brought under discussion 
by any Member while speaking, I should like to refer to one or 
two salient facts. Of course, my motion is under the allotment 
for the Finance Department, but I want to cover other grounds 
as well, Ialso wish to refer to the service integration not only 
between those that were in the Travancore and Cochin Serviéas 
before integration, but also to the Federal Service integration 
as well. 


In regard to these matters, our Government have shown 
very lamentable lack of vision, courage and sense of responsi- 
bility. It is not in a spirit of carping criticism that I make this 
statement. Itis a statement deliberately made after trying to 
understand the difficulties which our people, both in Travan- 
core and Cochin, are experiencing in respect of the Travancore- 
Cochin Service integration as well as the Travancore-Cochin and 
Central Service integration. Shri Nataraja Pillai teferred to the 
integration of Services in Travancore and Cochin. The salient 
facts are there. I think the States were integrated in July 1949, 
and we are in July 1952. Full three years have passed and noth- 
ing has been done. Orders were passed, practically final orders 
were passed more than once formerly in 1950 and 1951. Where 
are those orders? Those were orders that could not be imple- 
mented; or, the Government were incapable of implementing 
those orders. Anyway, the fact is clear. But the Government 
does not seem to accept that fact. I put it to the Chief Minister 
the other day: “Are you prepared to put the whole thing to 

-a committee of this House which will be representative from 
the popular point of view ?” Why not have a committee with 
some of the Ministers also in it? Wehave sat over the matter 
for three full years. Why not take some more time and try and 
get some arrangement which will be satisfactory to all parties- 
though not individually, but satisfactory from the general point 

. of view, from the point of view of one who looks with fairness 
and justice on the whole matter ?. Well, that too is not accept- 
able to the Ministers. What are we todonow? Shri Nataraja 
Pillai suggests that a high judicial officer may be entrusted with 
this work. Are the Government prepared to accept that? It 
may be that wé cannot trust one another. But can we. behave 
in a way soasto make it appear that we cannot trust one 
another? Of course, some action of the former Cochin Govern- 
ment was mentioned by my friend. I am very sorry; because 
after knowing that integration was coming, why did the Cochin 
Ministers think fit to interfere with the services in this way so 
that, such interference had led to confusion thereafter? These 
were the persons who were entrusted with the responsibility: of 
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administering the combined State. They were administering 
one State then. They were men who were expected tobe 
in a position of administering the combined State a few 
days after. I ask in all humility, with sorrow—because I am 
really aggrieved—cannot our men rise above petty advantages? 
Be he the Minister, be he the humblest Member of this House 
or the humblest Merober of the Village Panchayat—all of us 
will have to realise that public responsibility. is inconsistent 
with partisanship, with selfishness, with petty advantages now 
and then, We must rise above all these. Let there be no mis- 
understanding. I do not want to criticise or condemn anybody. 
But let us place these principles before us. Certain things were 
done by the Cochin Ministers. I do not know what the local 
Ministers did. Nor do I desire to enter into details. It is now 
three years since the integration of the States has taken place. 
The Services are deteriorating. Let there be an end of this 
matter. Let the whole thing be referred to an impartial tribunal. 
If a Travancore-Cochin High Court Judge is entrusted with this 
work—I do not mean any disparagement to anybody—there 
also, I feel, as in the case of the Ministers, the Service may not 
have enough confidence in him. Our Public Service Commission 
has proved itself not up to the task. At any rate, the people 
take it that they cannot be trusted with this important job. 
’ Then, Jet us go to some high functionary, a High Court Judge 
of standing and responsibility in some other State. Thatis what 
I have to say in regard to that. But let us do justice to all and 
make our service contented. Of course, I refer to this, because 
TI want to know how far our cost of administration will go down 
as a result of Travancore-Cochin integration. Sir, it ought to 
go down. Now, we find in the Budget, all the services are pro- 
vided for both from the Cochin and Travancore Services. After 
we have been for three years through this state of integration, 
we have not been able to reduce this expenditure one by one 
as a result of integration. In these days of financial difficulty, 
if the services are integrated, it can only result in savings to 
Government. Ido not mean that any of the servants can be 
sent out. But hereafter, there may be vacancies coming and 
the excess after integration can be drafted. The net result will 


be that the cost will go down. 


Now, in the Federal Services integration also, our Govern- 
ment—I should be excused when I say, grossly, I may even 
say, ignominiously—failed. Our services were integrated with 
the Central Government. What have this Government. done ? 
Ihave got complaints from officers of the Income-Tax Depart- 
ment, from officers of the Telephone Department, from Officers 
the Anchal Department that they are neglected. I know, Sir, 
more or less from direct information—and that can be relied— 
that the Central Government and the Central Government 
Officers are not treating our men fairly. The fact is there that 
this Government have put them ina position of absolute help- 
essness, This is a matter which they ought to have taken in 
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hand before integration is effected. Even now, it is doubtful 
whether the integration, so far as the personnel is concerned 
has been effected. They are in some land which is neither here 
nor there. Are they Travancore-Cochin Service men, they 
cannot say. Are they Central Service men, nobody can say that. 
That is the position in which the employees of these Depart- 
ments are placed. This Government ought to have taken care 
to see that their interests are safeguarded. The Travancore- 
Cochin Government have nothing to be ashamed of so far as 
their services are concerned in comparison with the services of 
- the Central Government, or any other services, But then, our 
Ministers do not take into account these facts. Sir, where are 
the officers and men in our Army ? Simply because some officers ~ 
. in the Indian Army said that these men were not good, they 
were sent away. I do not accept what they said as correct. I 
know, as a matter of fact, that our Army was maintaining a high 
degree of efficiency. Whenever they were sent out, they got 
good certificates. I do not know about the Cochin Army. I do 
not think that it would have been very much inferior. Then, 
what is the justification for sending out thousands and thousands 
of men like that? Where are they now? ‘Their interests have 
been forgotten. And what about the service that has been inte- 
grated ? Our Officers with better calibre, with better experience 
and with better qualifications are treated as inferiors to men 
who are already in the Centre with less qualifications, less 
knowledge and expertence and less general education. Sir, if it 
ig a question of Engineers, I may say, our Engineers are mostly | 
university men with degrees from our University which are 
considered good enough by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion and other Departments. But then, in comparison, they are 
.given subordinate places. I know definitely particular cases in 
which this is done. Evenin the Income-Tax Department and 
other Departments, I mean the Central Departments, they are 
not prepared to give our men the rank and. status that ought to 
be theirs. No doubt, our services were paid less than the 
Central Government servants. But when the services are inte- 
grated, should they not be given ranks according to the ‘service 
in each grade to which they have been placed as if they had en- 
tered service there ? You may have paid him here Rs. 30-45 and 
‘the man who was doing the same service in the Government of 
India Services might have been getting Rs. 50. But his service 
should have been taken into consideration and his rank. should 
be fixed as if he has entered service there. That principle should 
have been accepted in our case also. 


Sir, there is the question of the poor-paid man transferred 
from place to place. The transfer would put him under consi- 
derable difficulty. If a poor clerk in Trivandrum or Ernakulam 
living in his own place in a humble way is trazsferred to 
Calcutta or Hoogly, how can he live there with his poor pay? 
Not that there should be cut and dry rules inregard to this 
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matter. But all these basic factors are ignored. These are 
salient facts. After all, who decides these things? In respect 
of the Federal Services integration, should not the two parties 
be represented in the agency that decides matters? These things 
ought to have been looked into by this Government. Because 
these service-men are persons who entered the Service in our 
State, itis our duty to see that even after integration their in- 
terests are justly safeguarded. That is the position that they 
should take up. Even now they can and they must urge upon 
the Government of India that their representatives should also 
be parties to the agency that decides these questions. It may be 
we are dealing with big men. But let not our Ministers be 
afraid of the very highly paid men from the Central Services or 
their bigger Ministers. So far as Service integration is concerned, 
we ought to be put ona footing of equality. Our Government 
have a right to be put on a footing of equality with the Central 
Government in this matter. Our Departments must be put on a 
footing of equality with the CentraliDepartments in respect of the 
Service-integration. Have they secured that? No, you have 
surrendered your men. We cannot agree to such a position, 

All over India men are of the same stuff. Sir, I should like 
to have a full discussion of this matter. Ihave got letters from 
those organisatiohs. In some states resolutions were passed by 
the Legislatures to the effect that these matters must he looked 
into. In Mysore and Hyderabad these matters were discussed 
and the resolutions passed were sent to the Government of India. 
I should like to have such an opportunity here also. So, Sir, I 
want this Government to take effective steps. I want this 
Government to inform the Government of India in regard to this 
matter. Here we feel that we are not treated fairly. We are 
not given a fair dealin these matters. They are taking advan- 
tage cf their dominant position. In matters in which both parties 
should be put on a footing of equality they are abusing their 
dominant position. Let our men be respected. 


With these words, I move my motion.

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Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: I have tabled two cut-motions— 
one in regard to the integration of services and the other in 
the regard to the provision made in part IE Schemes in the budget. 
Regarding integration of services, my hon. friend has said the 
points which were in my mind, and therefore, I do not propose . 
to say anything more on that except to say that it is our party’s 
considered view that the whole matter should be referred toa 
judicial officer. 

Regarding the second cut-motien, that is, the provision made 
for the entertainment of additional staff and retention of addi- 
tional staff—that. is the distinction made in Part II Scheme of the 
budget—I would invite the attention of the hon. Members to 
the various items which will be very interesting reading. I shall 
just, for example, quote from page 90 of the “Budget Memoran- 
dum, afew items: “Continuance of the temporary staff sanc~ 
tioned for the preparation of the Working Plan Report for the 
forests of the Chalakudy Division—-Rs. 24,572. Continuance of 
the temporary staff sanctioned for the preparation of the Work- 
ing Plan Report for the forests of the Trivandrum Division— 
Rs 23,303.” Again, “Continuance of the temporary staff sanc- 
tioned for the enumaration and removal of royalties from Tract 
IrI—Rs. 1,865”, ete. The whole list, in fact, speaks of temporary 
staff in the Forest Department; itis nothing but temporary. I 
have attempted to calculate certain figures. I find that on land 
revenue, an amount of Rs. 59,824 has heen provided for retaining 
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this temporary staff and under Excise, it isRs. 1,99,059. In Forests, 
it comes to Rs. 21,82,076. What is true of these Departments is 
also true in regard to the other departments. The question be- 
fore the House and the Government is to consider whether 
it is necessary to have all this temporary staff. For aught I know, 
these persons have been in service for the last so many years. 
If it is found that they are necessary, why not make them per- 
manent? That is the question that I pose before the House and 
I would suggest to the Government that they may -constitute a 
Committee of this House or some other representative Committee 
to look into this matter and see whether there is any scope for 
retrenchment in all these Departments. If it isa case of retren- 
chment, It may be done. If not, all these persons may be con- 
firmed.

I am going to enforce 
strictly the time limit fixed for speeches. 

Shri T. S. Ramaswami: I am concluding, Sir. 
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Shri J. T. Moraes: Sir, I was surprised that a member 
belonging to the United Front Party should have thought fit to 
say that there was no democracy here. The answer to that is 
the very fact that he and the other members of his party are 
here. His party is one that believes in the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, a party that believes in the dictatorship of the 
patty, and a party that believes in the dictatorship of its 
leader. For amember of that party to say that there is no 
democracy here is incomprehensible. He himself is elected on 
a democratic franchise. But democracy has got the right to 
fight back when its existence is threatened, and a democratic 
Government cannot tolerate the preaching and promulgation 
of doctrines that would destroy democracy. Any democratic 
Government will stand against thik. Self-preservation of indivi- 
duals and Governments is a primary instinct. A democratic 
Government that allows itself to be hanged with a democratic 
rope is not worth the name of Government. Sir, had to make 
these observations because of the remarks made by the hon. 
Member of the opposite side. : 


Now Iam going to exercise my democratic right of point- 
ing out certain things to Government thoughI belong to the 
Government party. The first thing is with regard to the public 
service. The public service of a State is its steel-frame. Any 
Government must try to keep its public service contented, loyal 
and efficient and free from Srruption, Our State has become 
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a member of the Indian Federation. Itis part of the Indian 
Union and naturally members of the public service look to 
other states to see what emoluments those employed in those 
states get, and would expect to get the same. Further, Sir, 
rightly or wrongly; we have accepted the I. A. S, Members of 
the Indian Administrative Service will be in our service soon, 
and they get better scales of pay. When they are drawing 
larger salaries, those that immediately below them will get 
very low salaries and this will create naturally discontent 
in the service. So, itis the duty ofthe Government to see 
such discontent is avoided. Besides, the State of Travancore- 
Cochin was considered cheaper in all India as far as the cost 
of living was concerned. Now, itis notso. The cost of living 
has risen up. Trivandrum was one of the cheapest cities in 
India. Now some say that it is dearer than Madras or some other 
cities in North India. When the cost of living has gone up 
it is natural that members of the service may require more 
emoluments. In the city of Trivandrum the rent is too high. 
Those who draw salaries from Rs. 200 to Rs. 250 should be 
given houses by Government the rent of which should be 
proportionate to the salaries they draw. I understand that in 
Madras they have made some concessions in the matter of 
school fees and medical aid to officers of lower grade. I feel 
that those concessions should be given'here also. 


Sir, I should like to say a few words more. The labourer 
is worthy of the hire and the hire is worthy of the labourer. 
A labourer is supposed to work well for the hire he gets. 
Most of our officers are supposed to be corrupt. There was 
an attempt made to stop corruption. There was a proposal 
to have an anti-corruption squad and an Anti-Corruption Officer. 
Tt is necessary in the interest of service that this corruption 
should’ be done away with. The public feel thatit isa 
canker and somehow it must be removed. Itis necessary that 


stringent measures are taken to see that corruption is removed 
from public service, : 
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Mr. Speaker: I am not in any way interfering with the free- 
dom of speech of the hon. Member. But that topic has been 
sufficiently discussed in the House and the Member has only five 
minutes before him.

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Discussion under Rule 26 re: Salt Manufacturers. 


Mr. Speaker : We will now proceed to the next item in the 
agenda i. e., the given notice of discussion under Rule 26, by: the 
hon, Member Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, in answer to my question 
No.2 on 1st July regarding salt, the hon. Minister said that 
Melvarom salt-due from the salt licensees for the last three years 
has not been taken delivery of as yet. This is a very important 
matter which affects the revenues of the State. 


Sir, inthis State, the salt industry was encouraged by 
Government for the last 100 years. Government granted lands 
for salt culture and realised from the licensees salt at the rate 
of 9mds. per pan (one cent) on payment of kudivila (cost of 
production at the rate of 2 to 2hannas per maund). I think 3 to 
34 lakhs of maunds have to be paid every year by the licensees. 
The State used to realise this quantity and used to derive Rs. 43 
to 5 lakhs every year as revenue from this sourse. 

~ Tt is known, Sir, that in 1950 a part of this salt due to this 
Government was auctioned; but no steps were taken to realise 
the balance. The system in vogue was that Government 
Melvarom salt would be sold in auction even when in the custody 
of the licensees. The custom was well recognised and the 
licensees used to deliver the salt to the auction purchaser. But 
from 1950 the salt licensees thought it fit not to recognise this 
claim. 
. In 1951 auction was held ; but it did not fructify. In 1952, 
auction was advertised in June; but no auction was held. 


Ifunderstand the stand taken by the licensees: is. this. 
They say that they now hold licences for the manufacture of 
’ galt from the Centre and not from the State Government and as 
such, there is no liability to surrender or deliver the salt 
which this Government were realising as Melvarom from time 
immemorial. a . 

Itis true, Sir, the. new Constitution came into force in 
January 1950. Under the Constitution by item 58 in List I, 
manufacture and supply of salt became a Central subject, and the 
right of controlling the manufacture and supply is with the 
Centre. But the Melvarom salt is not fee for license to manu- 
facture or duty on salt, This Melvarom on salt pans or Pathies 
is varom or rent in kind of the land on which the salt culture is 
done. This is a recognisable and reasonable legal right this Gov- 
ernment have and it isthe duty of Government to demand and 
realise this salt at the agreed rates. Therefore, the contentions 
raised by the licensees are untenable and invalid. This Govern- 
ment should take steps to realise this salt as early as possible. 

Lam told, Sir, that the Government of India is of the view 
that salt manufacture should be encouraged and. helped. That 
proposition is one we can well understand. But before giving 
that advice, the condition of the past and present salt industry 
should also ke taken into consideration, - ao 
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For the past 100 years this Government: were giving all 
possible help and protection to salt industry. Government gave 
Government lands free for salt culture. They gave protection 
to this industry by fixing a maximum price for salt. That 
means, Sir, the consumer had to bear the burden to keep the 
salt industry going. By this industry this State became self- 
sufficient in salt and industry became prosperous and _ salt 
licensees made tons of money. Therefore, the fact that this State 
have up to this time rendered all possible help for this industry 
must be well recognised not only by our people but also by 
people who function from the Central Secretariat. Therefore. 
there is na necessity to have a soft corner for these salt 


licensees. 

What I have to say is that Melvarom is rent on land. The 
right is a legal and perfectly valid one. Therefore, the Govern~ 
ment should immediately take steps to evict them from the 
Government lands in their possession, if they do not immediately 
deliver the salt due to this State. 

Sir, by this, the State would be getting a steady revenue of 
nearly 5 lakhs of rupees. Onno condition should the Govern- 
ment surrender this right,and I hope Government will take 
serious notice of this fact.

Shri A. Thanu Pi'lai: Sir, I beg to move that the 
allotment of Rs. 1,3,39,800 for Se condary Education be reduced 
by Re, 1. . 


"Sir, the cost of education in Travancore-Cochin naturally 
js assuming alarming proportions. Butit is notfor us to be 
alarmed at the prospect. Wehave, somehow or other, to find 
the necessary funds to meet the situation. The Constitution 
provides that every State in India should aim at introducing 
compulsory primary education at least within ten years from 
the date of the Constitution. We know what that means. Our 
policy regarding primary education is, so faras I can see, 
something that is very vague. indefinite, indecisive, disappoint- 
ing.. We wantedto introduce compulsory primary education 
hroughout -the State in as short a time as possible, The. original 
idea was ten years. We started the thing, but now we do not 
know where westand. Forthe last two years, we have not 
made any progress at alland the Government has now begun 
to say that we have not got enough funds topursue it. Ihave 
also read some accounts of speeches by some Ministers which 
indicaté that what is needed in Travancore-Cochin ‘today is not 
so much compulsion in regard to education, as affording facilities 
where they are asked for. I must Warn the Government that 
this is quite a wrong stand that they are taking. Compulsion js 
not intended in the interests of the rich, of those who have 
already had the benefit of educa‘ion, of the already educated 
section of the community, but in the interests of the backward 
classes; and the. backward classes will get education only if 
compulsion is used, We have ample evidence of it already, 
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We find in areas where the compulsory system has been intto---* 
duced that the system is not working well and that it is because 
of the indifference of the department and of. the Government and -. 
of the failure of the backward classes to take advantage of the 
situation except by compulsion. Therefore, there is no use in 
saying that compulsion is not neededin Travancore-Cochin. If 
we want to benefit the sections of the population that stand in 
need of help, we want compulsion. Somy suggestion is, let us 
have compulsion at least up to the age of eleven, instead of four- 
teen-which the Constitution contemplates and then proceed 
further. Seeing that our expenditure is increasing, I will at first 
put forward a plea that sufficient co-operation is made available 
so far as education is concerned. I will make my meaning clear. 
Last year, the Education Minister put forward a scheme under 
which he wanted at least 80 per cent. of the fee collections in 
secondary schools being pooled together, so that the cost through- 
out the State might be made somewhat less than what it will 
otherwise be. ,Our education agencies came forward and said 
that they would co-operate with Government, but Iam distres- 
sed to find that even though they outwardly show that they will 
co-operate, in actual practice, the spirit of co-operation is not 
seen. What I appeal for is this spirit of co-operation in educa- 
tion. Let the sums of money that are pooled together be made 
available for the general use of the State. That was what 
the Minister wanted. But the education agencies which 
claim to have done a great deal for education in this State 
are not prepared to acceptit. I know there are schools 
which make a- huge profit. Education should not be made a 
commercial venture. Even now there are high schools which. 
make a profit. There are high schools where about 8 to 900° 
rupees go to pay the teachers and the management getting 2 to: 
3,000 rupees as profits. Even the 80 {per cent. which must 
go into the pool, is not being paid. Therefore the cost of 
Government’s expenditure on education is mounting up. Till 
last year about a lakh of rupees were being spent. This year’s 
budget shows that the figure comes up to 36 lakhs. Where are’ 
we to find the. money? Iam really distressed to find that there 
is no spirit of co-operation in a matter of this kind. So let us. 
take a more sober view. - 


In regard to primary education, I said we ought to extend . 
our scheme further. On this question, Icannot agree with the 
Government’s view that primary education cannot be extended 
now. There also the-old order of things, the arrangements. 
made once during Sir C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar’s. time should — 
continue. I want to request the Government to consider whether 
itis not in the best interests of the State to see that no distine- 
tions are made on commiunalor religious basis in regard to 
educational facilities. Let all children be taught in common 
sthools, not in schools based on religious and other basis. With 
these general observations, I leave that question. _. ; 

."- “Now, Sir, I come to the question of the pay of the. 
eachers. Ihave been bothered - I do not mean it in any wrong

sense - by teachers coming to me and pleading for more pay and 
concessions and allthat. I have very little time andI shall be 
content with making one or two specific points. In the case of 
secondary school teachers, there are a large number of teachers 
on afixed pay of Rs.50 a menth. Ihave not forgotten that 
Mr. John has stated that their pay willbe increased very shortly. 
But at present, there are very many teachers on Rs. 50. Yester- 
day I gathered-not from any announcement in the House- from 
a Minister that a statement would very soon be made, regard- 
ing the action taken by Government to relieve the condition of 
teachers in respect of pay, etc. Probably the Government are 
atit. I want themto getit done as early as possible. This 
fixed Rs. 50 affair must go. Their pay should be increased. 
And they must be given the increased scale of pay with effect 
from the date of their appointment. 


~ -Inregard to primary school teachers. the pay of a primary 
school teacher in Cochin is Rs. 30-50. What is it here? A fixed 
pay of Rs. 25, Ido not see any justification for this disparity. 
This sum of Rs. 25 is very low. Of course, the objection will be 
raised; where isthe money to come from? It is for the Trea- 
sury Benches io find the money. Any reasonable proposal made 
by the Government to meet this very, very necessary item of 
expenditure will, Iam sure, be supported by all sections in this 
House. Only they are dealing with the finances of this State, 
and so they ought to bring forward the necessary proposals. They 
cannotask us how to find the money. I will only tell them ‘You 
are spending the whole money. According to me, you are wast- 
ing -Jots of money. You must find this money.’ So the 
Governnient cannot be allowed to say they have no funds. : 


_ Then there is the question, asI have already brought to 
the notice of this House, of the higher trained teachers. Govern- 
ment.gave us the reply that the higher trained men are being 
recruited as teachers, Butthe complaint from these people is 
that their claims are not recognised; and in fact, they are not 
recruited... _ ; 

Then the question of the text books. It isa source of scan- 
dal. The Third Form text book affair is only an index of the way . 
in which things are done. It shows how text books are prescribed. 
Better attention should be paid to the entire question. 


Probably, representatives from this State will also be on this 
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Committee. Anyway if that Committee is to deal with secondary 
education as a whole, in regard to allits details and applica- 
bility tothe country asa whole, then our State must also be- 
représen- ted on it And this Government should take steps to 
see that our difficulties and peculiarities are brought to the 
notice of the Committee before the Committee makes a report. 


Shri R. Kesava Pillai: May I know the hon. Member's 
opinion on the question of lanzuage in schools ? : ; 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: My opinion does not count. My. 
opinion is that we canlearn as many languages as possible. 
Ido not want todispense with English. And Hindi also, we 
must have. But more time should be allotted for the study’ 
of English in the high schools. Now itis only six periods in 
a week. If proficiency cannot b secured by this work more 
work and more time should be allotted Anyway it is a matter 
for the Committee. It is for the educationistsin the land to. 
decide the question. ; 


I find from the Budget, that some colleges, some Govern=. 
ment colleges, are not affiliated to the Travancore University, 
That isa question which must be looked into. 


In regard to the discipline of students, that is a question 
on which opinions may differ, but Ihave always felt that it is 
nota matter on which any section of the people and Govern- 
ment should be at variance. And Iforone may be excused 
for expressing my firm view that we should not make it necessary 
for our children to take their problems into their own hands 
or allow them to think that their problems could be solved only 
by themselves in their own way,rather than have them dealt 
with by the authorities, by their parents or by their elders. 
At present the situation in the country is most unhappy, that 
students should take upon themselves the task of redressing 
their grievance I would say that in this matter also there 
should be a strong spirit of co-operation. I would also humbly 
request all people, all sections of opinion, political and 
otherwise, to see to it that this conflict does not persist. Of 
course, there may be advantages. For instance, my own party 
may get some advantage if we get the students to join us. But 
Jam far from taking advantages in- that way. That is not 
the kind of advantage that any political party should think of 
getting. The work of the students should be in the interests 
of the students themselves, and the authorities and the elders 
should see toit that their diffieulties are removed. Let their 
be more co-operation and cordiality in that sphere. Otherwise, 
‘our State is going to be thrown into a state of chaos-and 
disorder. Already, [ find, Sir, tears come to my eyes that. the 
future citizens of our country are, rightly or wrongly, made 
to behave ina manner thatis certainly not creditable to any 
State. I do not blame the students. Ido not blame the™ 
authorities. It is mot my purpose to apportion blame, but the 
situation must be got over. The students must have enough. 
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time, enough facilities to attend to their legitimate work. At 
the same time, they should not be made to feel that their grieva- 
nees, and their difficulties are not getting the attention which 
they should. This conflict between the teachers and the taught 
is of recent growth. I hope nobody will misunderstand me, 
considering the spirit in which I offered my rernarks. Then let 
us see toit that our young generation is brought up in a way 
that will be creditable to the State, and useful to posterity, 

Shri E. Gopalakrishna Menom: Sir I have given notice 
of another motion for discussion. I may be permitted to speak’ 
on that motion also. . 

My. Speaker: Those are matters that are already agreed 
to. You please move your motion and make the speech now 
that. you want to make on the other motion. 

Shri E. Gopalakrishna Menon: Sir, I move to reduce the 
allotment of Rs. 1,35 8 3600 for Primary Education by Rs. 100. 
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- Yo reduce the total allotment of Rs. 2,56,77,000 under 
Demand XVUI by Rs. 100. : 


Sir, as far as this University is concerned, I have to make one 
remark, Sir, the University isnow managing colleges as well. 
The Government Colleges have been handed over to the manage- 
ment of the University and grant. is being given by Government, 
I do not think that it isa legitimate function of the University 
to undertake that work. They are an academic body set up for 
the purpose of prescribing the courses of study for the colleges 
and inspection of the colleges. They should not undertake the 
responsibility of running educational institutions; and by under- 
taking that responsibility, Sir, the University has brought dis- 
credit onitself. IfI may say so, Sir, in the scramble for appo- 
intments the atmosphere which was in the University, has 
become most unsatisfactory, and there are ever so many 
charges against it There are instances of places falling 
vacant not being filled up. There is the charge that Committees 
which are set up for the selection of Professors are not sitting 
and proper selection is not made. If the University will divest 
itself of this function of managing institutions and leave it to the 
Government, and enforce the standard by inspection and fix the 
courses of study for degrees that may be prescribed, it would be 
very much better. The University should undertake only the 
responsibility for research and training students for higher 
studies. On that aspect, from the funds provided the research 
work done under the University is so far disappointing. Ade- 
quate provision is not seen to have been made to develop re- 
search under our University. As was pointed out here, even 
the research work under Statistics or, for that matter, any other 
branch is not adequately developed. 


I may just draw attention to one aspect of the matter. In 
the Faculty of Oriental Studies , there is a branch for Tamil re- 
search. The University has provided not evena single pie for 
payment to the Research Professor. He is being maintained by 
the endowment made by a particular individual specifically for 
Tamil Research. That is the attitude taken by the University in 
the matter of research. 


. Inthe same way , Sir, there seems to be now a proposition 
that the Sanskrit College which is one of the institutions under ‘ 
the Oriental Faculty, isto be abolished and added on to the 
regular course of the Arts College. There is a distinction in 
that. I refer to it only to this extent. Inthe regular Arts 
Course , degrees in Sanskrit are based upon literature and other 
analogous subjects. The course of study in Sdnskrit College as 
apart from the syllabus prescribed for the Arts Course, is very 
different, and the conception of our Sanskrit College itself- is 
different. So, these are facts which the University will take 
note of, and the University should so adjust itself to maintain 
the academic position which it is expected to.do. 

Member's view 
regarding the revival of Sanskrit by instituting a Sanskrit 

Chair in the Arts College? | rn reas

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Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: As I have already said, I maintain 
that the Sanskrit College should be continued and maintained 
asa separate institution. The suggestion put forward ‘is ab- 
solutely wrong. The study and the courses of study in the Arts 
College are entirely different from what is obtaining in the 
Sanskrit College. 

Shri N.P, Varghese : Do you mean to say that the Sanskrit 
Professor in the Arts College should also be retained ?g 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: If and when professors are required 
for other subjects why should there be any distinction for 
Sanskrit? ~ 

. Shri P. 5. Nataraja Pillai: As faras Tam concerned, Tamil 
should also find an equal place and status in the Arts College. 
I am maintaining that Sanskrit, Tamil"and Malayalam should be 
maintained on the same status with separate Professors for each, 


Then coming to the multiplicity of colleges in this country, 
Sir, there is a distinct opinion in the country that Arts Colleges 
and Arts courses should not be multiplied. Provision should 
be made for technological studies. Somehow or other, in recent 
times there has been a great demand for higher studies anda 
lot of colleges have come into existence inrecent years, I have 
no complaint about that. The only point I want to mention is 
that if private institutions are coming up tocaterto the needs 
of the youth of the country in the matter of University Courses, 
-Government must consider whether it is necessary to give grants 
to such institutions. My view is that instead of giving grants to 
these institutions, poor students who are going to be benefited by - 
these institutions and who ‘are incapable of finding funds to 
prosecute their studies may be given personal scholarships. No 
grant for higher education as block grants should be granted. 
This, I say, Sir, because of the fact that I place greater em- 
phasise on Primary Education.. That should be made compul- 
sory. Therefore, when from the general revenue we have to 
contribute a very large amount for theintroduction of the com- 
pulsory scheme of education and that according to modern con- 
ceptions of education with sufficient emphasis on the basic 
ideal of modern education, it is time for Govenment to think 
whether they should continue spending large amounts by way of 
grants for higher education. I think we will have to decide that 
question sooner or later. Therefore, I plead that it is absolutely 
necessary to increase the allotment for Primary Education and 
see that compulsory education is introduced and worked in. a 
better way. Sir, I amsorry to say, from my personal expe- 
rience that the compulsury education scheme that is worked in 
this State is far far from satisfactory. No care or pains is taken 
either by the Government or by the department to work it more 
effectively. 


Then, Sir, about the pay of teachers. -This question has 
become a common ground of all sections of this House that there 
‘Should not be any disparity in the pay of Primary School teachers 
of one section of the State and the other, -. =. -.. 2. 


v 
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Then , Sir, about the grant to libraries. Every student is 
entitled to study any subject whether it be Marxism or any 
other subject. The only distinction that I would draw is that 
the study of a subject does not mean the practical application of 
it. If you study medicine it is not incumbent or necessary or 
right for you to begin ireating persons. Any political ‘theory, 
any economic theory or any scientific theory is a subject for 
study tothe inquiring mind. You can study politics butit is 
not necessary or right for you to enter into -practical polities. 
As long as an individual is a student he is not entitled to practise 
the art which he is studying. A student who studies politics or 
for that matter, any subject, is not expected to come out in public 
life as practical workers in the political field. He will be doing 
an injustice to himself if he participates in active politics. Apart 
from that the grievances of the students are really grievances of 
their parents. Can there be any student who is not undera 
guardian or parent ? The present attitude of the students now 
that they are the only persons to take measures to redress their 
grievances is not the right one. This kind of attitude of the stu- 
dent population is based wholly upon a misconception of their 
rights and responsibilities. 


Now , on the question of libraries, Ishould say that they 
should not have any political affiliations. Their function is to 
spread knowledge. Men who have introduced adult suffrage must 
provide for adult literacy and they certainly would like to -have 
a far greater number of libraries than what we have tod ay. 
Consequently more funds will have to be provided.‘

Shri. L, M, Pylee: Sir the very first hon. Member who 
spoke on the cut motions deplored the lower percentage of passes, | 
in the last University examination and, if I-understood him corr- 
ectly, he laid the blame upon the colleges not giving good facili- 
ties for studies and so on and not upon other reasons, namely 
the students’ taking, part in activities not pertaining to.them as. 
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students. He mentioned that the reasons for this lower percen- 
tage of passes were, inefficiency, the peor pay of the teaching 
staff and the inadequate qualifications of the members of the 
staff that are employed in the various colleges. For the infor- 
mation of the hon. Member and for the information of the 
hon. Members of the House, I may. mention that no college 
in the State is inefficient in the sense in which the hon. 
Member has mentioned. I say this from my intimate personal 
knowldedge of the colleges of the State and also from personal 
experience. I have direct personal knowledge in this matter. 
Sir, when a college is sought to be affiliated to the University 
aclose inspection is conducted by the University authorities 
and only on finding that the conditions laid down by the Univer- 
sity are strictly fulfilled that the permission is granted. Therefore 
Sir, let us not put the blame upon the colleges upon their want 
of resource or the inefficiency of the staff. It may be that in 
stray Gases, there may be members in the staff who may be ineffi- 
cient. Idonotdeny that. But I do say that the colleges in the 
State areas efficient as the colleges in other States. But the 
reason is not that the colleges are not up to the standard. I have 
heard eminent educationists from other States who have come 
here saying that the standards of our University are equal to, if 
not higher than, the standards set up in other Universities. 
I would therefore say that the hon. Member has not properly 
diagnosed the disease. The realreason for the deterioration 
in the standards and for the failure of the students in such large 
numbers is that a large section of the present. day students do 
not devote their time to studies but engage themselves in activi- 
ties which do not pertain to them as students. Therefore, there 
isno need to blame the colleges enyway. Let the students 
realise that it is their duty to study. They are in the colleges to 
study and their primary duty as students should be performed 
first. .If this is done there will not be such vast failures. in 
the University examinations. :

Shri L. M. Pylee: It is affiliated to theUniversity of 
Madras. The private colleges in the Cochin area are affiliated 
tO the University of Madras for reasons which I hope to state 
later. 


Sir, every college has a duty to perform, namely, preparing 
the students so that they may be made fit to be presented to 
the University examinations. If it is their duty that the students 
must be made fitto be presented to University examinations, then 
the colleges will have to put such restrictions for the purpose. 
Moreover, Sir, at the end of every year of a course the Principal 
of the college has to prepare a certificate to the effect that the 
student has made sufficient degree of progress in his studies. In 
the second year also, it is the same case. The Principal should 
satisfy himself that the student was making the necessary pro- 
gress. The Principal should see that the students study properly 
and that sufficient progress is shown so as to warrant his being 
presented to the University examination. I cannot understand 
how anybody can in the same breath deplore the deterioration 
of standards in our colleges or in the University and at the same 
time denounce the system of detention as it exists at present. 
How can these two things be reconciled ? There must be some 
consistency. If the standards are deteriorating, we have neces- 
sarily to stop to some extent inefficient candidates going to the 
examinations. And if we are to send up everybody, our stand- 
ards will not be as beSt as we desire them to be. Therefore, how 
can one say that such a system of detention is bad ?

ShriL, M. Pylee: Then, Sir, the hon. Membe#. Shri 
Thanu Pillai alluded to the indiscipline of students that is now 
prevailing in the State. It is 4 sad phenomenon: The prevalance 
of indiscipline among students is something {o be deplored. But 
then, Sir, who is responsible for this state of affairs ? It behoves 
upon the public to see that such an attitude on the part of the 
students is not in any way encouraged. Yarents, guardians arid 
others should sée that the students do not engage themselves 
in activities prejudicial to their studies. I certainly welcome the 
statement made by Shri Pattom Thanu Pillai that such move- 
ments are not to be encouraged by elders. 


Sir, there is one particular matter which I would like to 
bring before the notice of the House, namely, the need for the 
reorganisation of the University. The University was started in 
1112 M. E. by Act I ot 1113 pa-sed by H. H. the Maharaja. It is 
more than fifteen years since the University was started, Though 
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Act I of 1113 was passed by His Highness the Maharaja fifteen 
years ago, very little changes have taken place since then and it 
js high time the necessary changes are made in the constitution 
of the University. I believe that Government are looking into 
the matter. But the reforms must be expedited and brought 
into force as soon as possible. 

{Tam glad that orders have been received just now removing 
certain anomalies in our educational system. The practice of 
recruiting teachers with a number of years of service from the 
aided schools to Government schools and paying them the lowest 
scale without taking into consideration their past years of service 
is unsatisfactory. Such a teacher is started at the lowest point 
of the scale. This isa hard case. I commend such cases to the 
sympathetic consideration of the Government so that those who 
have put in a number of years in the private schools may get the 
benefit of their past service in fixing their salary. With these 
remarks, Sir, I conclude. 
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Shri A. L. Jacob: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in speaking of the edt 
-eational policy of our Government, I beg to draw the attentic 
of this House to certain aspects of the problem which are of viti 
importance to the future of this State. It is a matter of legit 
mate pride to us that the State of Travancore-Cochin stanc 
fore—most among the States in Indian Republic in literacy, Yee 
after year our Government is allotting and spending a conside) 
able share of our annual revenues to promote the cause of edue: 
tion. We have a University of our own which, though youn 
is not behind the older Universities of India in the quality of i 
instruction and the standard of its degrees and the people a: 
showing an unprecedented urge for making the best of the, 
’ facilities in education now available within the State. 


All these are matters upon which we can congratulate ou 
selves. But while doing so, we ought to be aware of certa 
serious drawbacks, certain dangerous spots in our edcation 
system. First ofall, Sir, !wish to point out the overempha: 
that is now laid ona purely literary education and the lack 
adequate facilities for higher technical education. We are at tl 
threshold of an era of industrialization. Our Government ha 
big industrial schemes in contemplation. Who are to man ¢] 

‘higher services of these industries? Are we to import skilh 
hands and experts into this State while the sons of the soil ha 
-to languish in unemployment? Sir, in order to reduce u 
employment among the educated classes of this State, to infuse 
spirit of enthusiasm into the higher services of our industries, 
prevent huge sums from leaking out of this State in the shape 
falaries, I suggest that immediate steps be taken to provide fac 
-lities for our younz men to acquire expert 1 in high: 
industrial technology, 4 pert knowledge in high 
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Secondly, Sir, this House should take serious notice of the 
indiscipline, and the consequent unrest that is now vitiating our « 
schools and colleges. It will bring abouta gradual drift of the 
youth of this country towards a state of demoralization. Instead 
of afecting unconcern until the situation takes a very serious 
turn, instead of leaving the teachers to cope with a situation 
which is very often beyond their control, instead of leaving the 
students to play havoc within our educational institutions, 
I suggest that Government should act promptly, and exercise its 
good o‘ices, its moral influence, and if need be, its strength, to 
set things right at the right time. 

Sir, this House knows full welly that these unhappy distur- 
bances in our educational institutions are engineered by certain 
political parties with an anti-social character and programme, 
It is the duty of the Government to see that they are kept under 
check, that these agents of disorder and chaos are kept under 
proper limits, so that our educational institutions may carry on 
their work in peace and tranquillity,

Sir, I specifically wish to discuss the policy of remuner+ 
ation, It is a well-known fact, Sir, that pressure of population 
in our country is very high; and that we havea density of 
population to the extent of 1,070 per square mile, perhaps the 
highest in the world. The average density in India is only 225 
and in Pakistan it is sometbing less than that. In the other 
provinces also, as for example, the provinces of Utter Pradesh, 
Assam and Madhya Bharat, the density does not reach even 
the extent of the average for India as a whole. In these 
peculiar circumstances, when the natural resources of our 
country are not also very great, I think it is time for this 
country and the Government to think of emigration as a policy 
of the State. India wants to develop her agricultural industry - 
to the extent as to make India a powerful nation among the 
comity of nations. From the point of industry, or capacity or 
intelligence, the people of our State are second to none in the 
Indian continent. Therefore if our Government can evolve a 
policy of helping emigration and settling our people in the 
different parts of India on an aided basis, to create colonies with 
the help of the Central Government, that will be a step in the 
right direction. Iam not advocating a policy of emigration to - 
foreign lands. But in India today there is only one citizenship. 
Even now any subject of this State is entitled in. law to settle 
in any other part of India and therefore there is absolutely 
nothing incongruous in advocating an active emigration policy 
among our people by propaganda and Government helping them 
to emigrate also. What I would suggest at this stage is that the 
Government should draw upa policy, in consultation with the 
Central Government, to set up colonies in sparsely populated 
provinces in India. With Government help in the initial stages, 
they will become prosperous colonies. That is a matter which 
I would request this House and the Government to take into . 
serious consideration. 


Then ‘one other thing which I would place before the 
House and the Government in this connection is the enforcement 
of the labour laws. Rightly or wrongly we have not got a good 
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record. of labour legislation. But the greater: difficulty in the 
country today. is that the lébour laws are not enfcrced prcperly: 
and the labour is not allowed to get the benefit they are entitléd* 
to under those laws. That is one aspect of the matter which ought 
to engage the attention of the Labour Department. I think it 
is far moré important to think’ of enforcing the law or to ‘see 
to the ‘proper application of the law, than to create more legisla- 
tion’on the subject. The labour welfare aspect of the question 
is sadly ‘neglected: If my information is correct, as far as'T 
understand, there has not been a policy of industrial housing’ 
in this country. With my limited knowledge on this subject, 
I may say, Sir, that the housing conditions of industrial labour 
near Alleppey and Qvilon are very. deplorable. Therefore” 
industrial housing and welfare schemes are matters on which this 
Government. should devote more’ attention and set apart more 
money:

(b) and (c): This loss was due io Maize being continued - 


to be sold at the old reduced price for two ration fortnights com- 
mencing from the 24th of Thulam 1122 and the 9th of Vrischikam 
1122. Government had by an crder dated 18-3-1122 enhanced 
the price to Rs. 26-8-0 per. bag instead of the old rate of Rs. 20-6-0 
per bag. Asa result of this price revision, there was an increase 
of Rs, 6-13-0 per standard bag of 2 maunds. The loss was prima- 
rily due to delay of one week in the Office of the Civil Supplies 
Commissioner in communicating the Government order. The 
responsibility for this loss is collective and has to he fixed collec- 
tively on the concerned clerks and the senior officers of the Civil 
Supplies Commissioner’s Office including the then Civil Supplies 
Commissioner himself.

Mr, Speaker: I will now call-upon the Minister in charge of 
Land Revenue to move the Demand. 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: 1 move fora grant of 
Rs. 13,68,400 under Demand II—Land Revenue. ; 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: ~ I'second it. . 


Myr, Speaker: For the sake of profitable discussion, motions 
Nos. 10 (standing in the name of Shri Nataraja Pillai) and 53 
(standing in the name of Shri Gopalakrishna Menon) may be 
moved. 


Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move 


To reduce the allotment of Rs. 16,11,200 for Charges on 
account of Land Revenue Collections by Re. 1. 


Thave tabled this motion with this purpose; to discuss the 
application of Land Revenue Recovery Act and Kuthakapattam 
Rules. Sir, as for these Kuthakapattam rules, I think a kind of 
clarification is necessary from the side of Government and from 
the side of the people also. The conception of kuthakapattam 
is that land is handed over, to particular individuals not 
to make permanent improvement, but only to enjoyit. But 
what we find now under the kuthakapattam rules as applied in 
this country today is, permission is granted to the holder or the 
leaseholder to construct houses and to live there. That is, a 
kind of permanent improvement is allowed to be made. If the 
intention of the Government isto give the land for permanent 
improvement, that may be made very clear from the early stage, 
so that later on, a situation may not arise in’ this country when 
Government will enforce the rule of eviction and deprive the 
individual of the right of improvement he might have made on 
kuthakapattam land. Either kuthakapattam must be given on 
the express condition that it is only for temporary improvement 
on that land when it is handed over to private people, or when | 
permission is granted to make permanent improvement, that fact 
must be made clear. At any rate, it istime I think that some 
definite rule was made on this subject, Coe 
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Shri O. C. Ninan: Is the Member aware that an agree- - 
ment is executed by the kuthakapattom holders to the Govern- 
ment? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is what I say. Agreement 
is executed by which they are liable to be evicted.. But what 
I say is after having made permanent improvement, if the con- 
tract is to be enforced and the men who made the permanent 
improvement are to lose all the rights of {the improvement, I 
think it willbe areal hardship. I refer to that matter because 
at the time of the revenue settlement, there was a large area in 
Shertallai under kuthakapattam. But on account of the per- 
manent improvement and long nature of the lease, it was held 
by the settlement authorities that the whole land must be 
converted into pandaravaga land and permanent right was grant- 
ed. That contingency may arise. Therefore, it is in the interests 
‘of the country to make the position clear, namely, if the idea of 
the Government is to grant land for permanent improvement, 
why not do it outright? I want the Government to bestow 
their attention on this matter, and also to invite the attention of 
this House to this aspect of the matter, , 

My next proposition is about the application of the Revenue 
Recovery Act. I tabled this motion with the specific intention 
of drawing the attention of the House to the application of this 
Revenue Recovery Act for the purposes of realizing tax from 
lands which are said to be not Government Jand. On that aspect 
of the matter, I have to say that here, as it is, today, we have 
got lands with diferent incidence of taxation. For example, Sir, 
the Sripandaravaka lands, Sripadam lands and Kandukrishi 
lands are taxed differently and basic tax is not enforced on them. 
The argument or the reason advanced is that Sripadam lands, 
Kandukrishi lands and Sripandaravaka Jands are not Goyern- 
ment lands but private lands or trust lands over which the 
Government have no control. ; 


Shri 0. C. Ninan: Is the Member aware that for edavaga 
lands, basic tax also is not enforced? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I know that. But that is a type 
of private land with Jenmi and tenant relationship. Here, the 
question of title also comes in; whether the sovereign can exercise 
a separate title or Royal Family can exercise a separate title or 
whether a trust has titl@ over a particular area are all matters 
for consideration. Ihave purposely left out of this discussion 
the edavaga lands simply on that account. So, in these types of 
lands, Sripandaravaka, Sripadam and Kandukrishi lands on 
which a higher rate of taxation is imposed and realized. by 
Government under the Land Revenue Recovery Act, the position 
is very hard. ; ; . 


Shri R. Kesava Pillai: Are not'these lands private properties? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I have no definite or reliable 
records to come to a conclusion on that matter, and therefore, I 


do not concede that point, 
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Shri R. Kesava Pillai: Itis not a fact that it is neither pub 
land nor Government land? 


_ Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is a matter for enquiry and 
decision. There are ever so many statements in some of. the 
published records which say that it is private trust land. On the 
other hand, there are certain facts which go to militate against 
this. I will draw the attention of the House to one fact. If it-is 
argued that the Sripandaravaka lands are pattom lands owned 
‘by the temple as a trust, then that incidence of ownership and 
the right of ousting the tenant for default should have been 
exercised. But there is absolutely no record for that, without 
exercising the right of ownership by ousting the tenant when he 
defaults the payment of the rent, how does ownership arise? 
That is the position. I shall have my own doubts and itisa 
question bristling with other difficulties as well. There is no 
meaning in avoiding that, and there is no purpose served by the 
Government by shirking that responsibility. At one time or 
other, we will have to face the problem. Already it has created 
a genuine hardship and the conditions. in the country are such 
that ifthe matter is allowed to stand there, greater difficulties 
will arise. I therefore urge on the Government that it is time 
for them to consider it seriously. The genuine difficulty felt by 
the holders or tenants of these lands cannot be ignored. The 
taxation is so heavy. The Kandukrishi lands are also taxed so 
heavily, that an ordinary tenant will find it impossible to culti- 
vate the land in the present circumstances. That is exactly the 
case with the Sripandaravaka lands where the Government is 
realizing a maximum of 11 paras per para as rent and onan 
average, according to my calculation,it comes nearly to 17 paras 
per acre, which is about 24 paras per para of paddy field. It may 
not be accurate, since I collected it on the basis of figures availa~ 
ble in the Settlement Report. Whatever it be, there is no 
denying the fact that the tenants are paying excessive tax, 
they are entitled to redress. That is an admitted principle. 
In these sets of circumstances, whatever the right of the tenant 
may be, when the adjoining man is paying only Re. 1-9-0 per 
acre, the call upon the Sripandaravaka landowner or tenant to 
pay nearly Rs. 22 per annum or more is an injustice and an 
iniquity which cannot be justified. -Iam one who concede the 
right of the owner to enjoy the properties owned by him. But 
this isa land-problem. It has a great implication on the whole 
economic well-being and the peace and contentment of the 
people at large. Therefore, the Government is bound to take 
this question into consideration, This Government appointed a 
Land Policy Committee. The finding of that committee was: 
“This committee is of the opinion that the inequalities in the 
incidence of taxation should cease, and no land in the State 
should be without being assessed to basic tax. So, the com- 
mittee recommend that the exemption from basic tax allowed to 
Sripandaravaka lands under Section 6 (1) of the Basic Tax 
Proceedings of 1121 should be lifted and basic tax be imposed on 
these lands as well.” They suggest compensation, compensation 
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[Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai] 


for the income of the trust, and they also said that Government 
must undertake the responsibility of paying the deficit in income 
to the trust and realize the compensation from the tenants 
thereof. Government have not exercised their mind over that 
question so far. They have not come to any conclusion on that, 
and there the matter rests, and is still hanging fire. 


Then, I may also point out one thing. As far as Sripandara- 
vaka lands are concerned, in Act I of 1068, Sripandaravaka 
Jands were considered as Sircar lands. Then again in the year 
1116 or 1117, during the time of Sir C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar, a 
reduction of 20 per cent of the land revenue in South Travancore 
was made. It was made equally applicable to the Sripandara- 
vaka lands. Sir, I ask the question, if it were not Government 
land, how could the Government enforce an order like that. 


Shri R. Kesava Pillai: Was it not with the consent of the 
owner that this tax was imposed? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: At this stage we cannot make 
distinctions like that. Questions as who was the owner, whether 
the Sovereign and Government were separate entities, whether 
the Government had a right to enforce that in the year 1117, all 
these do not arise now. The fact remains that concessions were 
granted by the then Government tothe owners ofland. Such 
reduction was made applicable to Sripandaravaka lands as well. 
Therefore to make a nice distinction at this stage will be fruitless, 
It is a matter in which precedents bristle with difficulties. So 
I would suggest to this House and Government not to shirk that 
problem but to face it straightway and arrive at a settlement. 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar : May I know with regard to 
what land, the reduction was made? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: To all lands in South Travancore 
including Sripandaravaka. Ifthe Government would go through 
records of 1116 or 1117 M. E., that fact could be seen. A demand 
was made from South Travancore for reduction of tax and as a 
solution to that, Government of Travancore issued a notification 
to the effect that 20 per cent of land revenue should be reduced 
on alllands and that was made applicable for Pandarapattom 
lands and Sripandaravaka lands as well. Therefore, Sir, the only 
matter I place tor the consideration of this House and Govern- 
ment is, that there is a finding by a committee appointed by this 
Government that basic tax should be applied ‘and that higher in- 
cidence of taxation on Sripandaravaka lands should be abolished: 
And so the matter reduces itself to this question, how to evolve a 
method. This must be the problem exercising the mind of Gov- 
ernment. A. special officer may be deputed to go into the ques- 
tion.. I am placing another suggestion for what it is worth. Itis 
time. for Government to depute a Special Officer to evolve.a 
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method by which this problem could be tackled Or better stills 
Government may think of appointing a small committee con- 
sisting of one Judicial or Revenue officer of high standing, a re- 
presentative of Sripandaravaka tenant and another represen- 
tative of Government to go into this question and draft legislation 
in that behalf. The period of enquiry by the committee should 
be limited to three months. The iniquity that is caused to 
the tenants is enormous and I therefore request Government to 
put an end to this injustice at as early a date as possible. 

Shri E. Gopalakrishna Menon: Sir, I move, to reduce the 
total allotment of Rs. 20,68,400 under Demand II by Rs. 100.-

- Shri E, Gopalakrishna Menon: Yes, 
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My. Speaker : The House will now rise for lunch. 


_ The House rose for lunch at 12-30 p.m, and re-assembled at 
2-30 p.m. with Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai :" Sir, there: are many aspects of the 
land: question that require immediate consideration. Everi today, 

- Sir, we hear hon. Members discuss many topics, one regarding 
land assessment mainly and the rules and practice : relating 
thereto, and the equalisation of tax. Now, Sir, these matters do 
“not, according ‘to me, stand by themselves independently of 
other aspects of the land. question. There is assignment of land. 
“There has been indiscriminate assignment during the last-few 
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years and Government themselves have ordered that hereafter 
nosuch assignment will be. made, particularly of forest land. 
Mr. Nataraja Pillai points’ out that the rules relating to the 
assignment of land are very unsatisfactory, at any rate, the way 
in which assignments are received by Government. Land is 
assigned for a particular period on kuthagapattom lease. But 
then to the knowledge of the Revenue authorities and the 
Government, houses are put up in those lands. If it is only an 
assignment for 6 years or 12 years or even 20 years, what is the 
meaning of houses being built upon that land? What is the 
idea? Government have no definite idea at all. Therefore, the 
rules must be specific; and the rules must be enforced. If 
necessary, the Kuthagapattom rules have to be amended. 


Now, there are large numbers of landless people in the 
State. Government declared some time ago during last year 
that it was their idea to provide house sites for practically all 
the houseless people of the State and collected statistics. What 
is it that is happening? In this town itself, slums are being 
created. You go to the Barton Hillin Kunnukuzhi in the town 
itself. One of the Ministers live close to that place, I do not 
know who it isyou will find hundreds of huts coming up. 
Is it the way in which accommodation should be made available 
for people and that ina City like Trivandrum, I ask. It is not 
a rural area where one or two huts are put up here and there. 
But hundreds of houses are coming up in an area of about an 
acre or two. That shows that absolutely no attention is paid to 
that question of providing adequate house sites or accommoda- 
tion—not only adequate but any kind of accommodation to the 
homeless. How can you prevent them from entering upon that 
Jand and putting up huts when they have absolutely no place to | 
rést in? How can consciously any objection be raised to that 
course of action? At the same time, is it right to allow that ? 
So, Sir, I should make ;it very clear to Government that it is 
high time that we think of providing accommodation to the 
homeless. 


We hear a good deal about the assignment of land. What 
land is available should be equitably distributed and along with 
that, should be tackled the general question of our land policy.- 
Here, we find a point raised about the people who pay maniam- 
karam. Among the people who pay this maniamkaram there 
are persons who own 50 acres, 100 acresand more. To give 
relief to the agriculturists. we are thinking of lowering the tax, 
equalising the tax and doing similar things. But then how long 
are we going to allow these people who own 100 acres or more, 

-.to eontinue in possession of such lands, making other people 
‘work and enjoying the fruits thereof themselves? We have 
. paucity. of land.. When are we going to think of any more 
. equitable distribution of land, so that the worker, may feel satis- 
fied, where more food can be produced and where contentment 
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may be the result? All these |subsidiary questions relating to 
land are tied up with the general question of our policy regard- 
ing land. We have been urging this upon Government many 
. a time for a sufficiently long period. I would again emphasise 
the necessity of dealing with this matter.. Let us come to sonie 
conclusions whether there should bea ceiling in regard to the 
area that one may occupy, whether there should be a law pre- 
venting morigages, etc. We know of mortgagees in possession 
enjoying hundreds and thousands of acres. These problems can 
be satisfactorily tackled and settled only ona consideration of 
our general policy with regard to land. So, that is what: I 
mainly want to emphasise. Let us lose no. time. I think it is a 
very difficult question. But let a Bill be brought forward by 
Government. Let the Bill come before the House. We will 
consider all these aspects. Nobody will be unreasonable. In a 
State like this, where land is so little, where the population is so 
large, where most people depend upon agriculture and subsidi- 
ary occupations, we know how to tackle the problem. The pro- 
blem bristles with difficulties and the Government, Sir, need not 
pe afraid that the Opposition Members will take an unreasona- 
‘ble attitude. We want to settle the matter in as satisfactory a 
manner as possible consistently with the limitations natiirally 
existing. So, I would urge upon the Government at léast in the 
next session to bring a Billin this House. Otherwise, none of 
these problems can be satisfactorily settled. 

‘In regard to the equalisation of tax -that is a very important 
matter- about which there is a lot of criticism. The South 
Travancore tenants are heavily taxed. There the old rates of tax 
are still in force, in respect of. Sripadam, Pandaravaka and 
Kandukrishi lands’ and so on. How to give relief to these 
tenants? Anyway, the matter has to be taken into considera- 
tion- and the question has to be settled. The details I do not 
go into, because we cannot come to any final conclusion without 
consideration of allaspects. What isthe course that-Government 
are going to adopt in regard to these matters ?. There are other 
categories of lands functioning in Chirayinkil—Sripadam and 
Kilimanoor lands. What are we going to do with these lands ? 
The Kilimanoor lands are clearly Government lands—just like 
our lands. There may he more difficulty in respect of Sripadam 
and Pandaravaka lands. Ican see that. But then the Kilimanoor 
Jands were Government lands which were given on grant to the 
Kilimanoor family. After the introduction of the basic tax, the. 
Kilimanoor tenants are paying tax at the old rates, while they 
have to pay only basic taxes. 

Shri O. C. Ninan: The Edappilli Chief’s tenants are paying 
only basic tax. - 

Shri A. Thanuw Pillai: The Edappilli Chief’s tenants are not 
paying basic tax but the Settlement tax. But I am not sure - 
whether the Edappilli Chief's lands stand on the same footing as 
the Kilimanoor lands. Kilimanoor lands I know. There may be 
difference only in the nature of the land. As for the recovery, 
the procedure is the same. 
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One or two other minor things I wish to mention, in regard 
to markets, There is a lot of agitation going on in respect of 
these markets with regard to the collection of dues. . 1 think 
throughout, the law is ignored. In every market, dues are 
collected in excess of the scheduled rates and there is a lot of 
complaint, and I have one suggestion to make for the very 
sympathetic consideration of Government. Is it not possible to 
abolish levying market dues at all? After all, what is it that 
we get? It cannot be more than a lakh of rupees. We want to 
help the cultivators. And after all, who is it that brings the 
produce to the market? The real worker on the land. He 
produces ‘kathirika’ and ‘vendakka’and brings them io the market. 
Then he has to pay the dues. He may not be able to get the 
amount he paid as market dues by selling the whole of his 
produce. This should be put an end to. 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: People who are bringing 
headloads need not pay. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I also know it. The headloads need 
not be paid, But the headload men have to pay in effect. If he 
should enter the premises and sell his things, he must pay. Why 
not we dispense with this thing ? Look at the trouble that will 
be avoided. 


Shri O. C. Ninan: What is the Member’s opinion with 
regard to the private market owners ? 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: They are the worst people. As if the 
private market owners are allowing the markets to be held on 
their lands for salvation!

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair : I second it.

VOTING OF DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. (contd.) 
Demand J—Agricultural Income Tax and Sales Tax (comtd.) 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, ITmove: to reduce the allot- 
ment of Rs. 6,27,100 for District Officers -by Re. 1. 


Sir, our taxes and duties give us a very high revenue. The 
revenue from Sales'Tax stand at 2°68 crores of rupees and out 
of the total revenue of ten crores from the principal sources of 
revenue, we get nearly one-fourth from this item. But what I 
want to point out to this House is that the charges for collection 
are increasing out of proportion to the revenue. In the budget 
estimates for the next year, the expenditure for collection 
charges comes to Rs. 6,27,100 while the revised estimates for 
1951—52 is only Rs 4,88,000. That means an increase of nearly 
Rs. 1,39,000 on collection charges this yéar on the pay of officers 
and establishment. Sir, I find that the seale of pay of the 
personnel and the strength have also been revised in this budget. 

: Officers drawing higher salaries have been increased, according 
to me, ‘out of proportion to the other establishment. I do not 
know, Sir, why-this increase has been effected, or proposed in 
this budget. And the one standing charge which we very often 
hear in respect of the Sales Tax Department is that appointments’ 
are made in this Department very indiscriminately without 
considering properly the seniority in the Department. From 
various other departments the personnel of this department is 
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selected , and they are granted scales of pay higher than those 
they were drawing in their respective departments. Thus seve- 
ral persons get undue advantage by such selections. This isa 
matter which the Government must look into. I, for one, would 
suggest that it is always better, when one department is orga- 
nised, to give regular promotions to those who are working in 
that department. The present practice of recruiting persons 
from other departments to posts of higher pay will impair the 
efficient working of the department. 

I wish to make clear one or two points relating to the gene- 
ral principles of the tax, as it is enforced inthis State. Yester- 
day, it was argued, that Sales Tax was imposed to cover up the 
loss that may accrue to this State by the introduction of prohi- 
bition. Toacertain extent itistrue that when Sales Tax was 
introduced , it was contemplated that side by side with it, prohi- 
bition will be extended inthis country. I, for one, believe that 
prohibition is a measure which ought to be enforced in the coun- 
try and which will ultimately benefit the masses in the country. 
Therefore , I consider it a dereliction of duty on the part of 
Government when they did not implement the Prohibition Act. 
I am not going to argue that position. Since the Government 
did not enforce prohibition, it is not right to say that the Govern- 
ment should not enforce Sales Tax. There may be a converse 
argument. ButI do not endorse that view. Sales Tax had to 
be imposed by this Government in order to meet its increasing: 
expenditure. But, at the same time, there is a moral responsibi- 
lity on the Government to enforce prohibition and extend it in 
this country and thereby do what they can to raise the moral 
and material prosperity of the people as a whole. Ido not 
want, at this moment, tospeak further on the question of 
prohibition, for which Ihope to have other opportunities. 


As far as Sales Tax is concerned, as enforced at present, there 
is one difficulty. Here we have introduced the multi-point Sales 
Tax system. Whether that is necessary at the present time, or 
whether it is working as it ought to be, are matters that must be 
seriously considered. It is. an accepted fact and I think the 
Finance Minister will also agree that this tax is a regressive tax, 
and that it is not one that is based on the canon that a tax must 
be in proportion to the capacity to bear. Thisisa consumption 
tax. ‘Every person making a purchase has to pay this tax, 
irrespective of his capacity to bear the burden. Thus, it is a 
regressive tax. When a tax is regressive, it is the duty of 
the Government to take particular care that the element of 
regressiveness is not unduly heavily laid on the consuming 
public. From that point, let us see whether it is not better © 
for us to switch off from the present multi-point tax to a 
single point Sales Tax. 


Then, there is the question of exemption. We have exempt- 
ed necessaries of life to a certain extent. Butin the interpreta- 
tion of it, some confusion is made by the subordinates of the 
department, either because they are ignorant of the exact 
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implication of the terms or they do not pay proper attention te, 
the matter. Iwill illustrate. When a merchant deals with 
plantains when they are green, he has not to pay tax. But 
when he deals with them after they are ripe, he hasto pay 
the tax. That seems to me tobe very curious. A vendor of 
green fruits should not have to pay tax while the vendor of 
ripe plantain fruits should have to pay the tax. Ido not 
understand the principle behind this differentiation. If it is 
the food value that is taken into account.... 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel] Luiz: Vegetables are not taxed. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I understand it. But I am asking 
what is the principle behind this difference. Plantain fruit 
when green is not taxed, but when ripe, it is taxed. 


Shzi Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: It is not. 


Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: It is. In the Nagercoil Munici- 
pality it is being taxed. May I say to my friend that I generally 
make statements in this House only after making enquiries. So 
I say that fruits are being charged to Sales Tax and prose- 
cutions are being launched in the Nagercoil Municipality, and 
I do not know how the officers of the Sales Tax Department in 
the Municipality interpret the Sales tax rules. That is the way 
this department is working. That gives rise to complaint. 
Sales tax thus becomes intolerable, due to the ineapacity of the 
collecting agents in appreciating the principles of the enforce- 
ment of the tax. Sales tax should be enforced at one point so 
that people may be given as much relief as possible. 


Then, a word about the appellate tribunal. Now , Sales Tax 
income tax and Excise are being looked after by each member of 
the Revenue Board. The executive head of Sales Tax is one 
member, that of the revenue department is‘another member. 
From the very first, when the idea of a Revenue Board was 
mooted, it was suggested by certain sections in this House that 
it would be unwise to leave the departments under the charge 
of a Board and that the Departments must be under separate 
Executive Heads. Yesterday a member of the ruling party said 
that there are no minutes of the meetings of the Revenue Board. 
Therefore, I am emboldened to put this question why should 
not the departments have an executive head and why should 
not we abolish the Board ? 


So, I at the present moment, say that the working of Sales 
tax Department would have been better if we had an execu- 
tive head for the Department. Also we wantan Appellate Tri- 
bunal for the Salestax Department. If wehavea body to sit 
in judgment as an appellate authority for all Departments for 
Sales tax, for Land Revenue and Excise andso on, and con- 
stitute it as apart from the Executive authority , and leave 
these departments to be worked by executive heads, that would 
be a better arrangement. Therefore ,I plead for the abolition 
of the Revenue Board and creation of the Appellate Tribunal 
which will sit in judgment over all cases that may arise from 
all the other Departments. 
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Shri K. Madhavan Unnithan: Sir, I move this cut to discuss 
about some irregularities prevailing in the matter of assessment 
and collection of agricultural income-tax. 


Income-tax Officers have usually made it a point not to 
accept as genuine the account books and other records produced 
by tax-payers as evidence of their income. The income is asses- 
sed more or less arbitrarily without any reference to local condi- 
tions or the market price of the produce raised onthe land. In 
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most parts of Central Travancore, the annual income from 
barren dry lands is ordinarily assessed at an average rate of 
Rs. 150 per acre while actually with the high cost of cultivation 
and the comparatively low price of tapioca and similar crops, a 
net income of Rs. 25 per acre would be a very liberal estimate. 


Another practice that calls for enquiry is the system of re- 
assessment of tax for a particular year due from the same person 
after he has paid his tax on demand under a prior assessment. 
Sir, to put an end to this sort of taxing imaginary income and to 
afford some relief to the tax payers, I suggest for the acceptance 
of this House and the Government that local Committees with 
Income-tax Officers as Conveners be constituted periodically to 
assess the income from lands in their spheres. Suitable altera- 
tions should also be made in the rules so as to allow payment of 
tax in convenient instalments: 


In the matter of sales tax also small traders and craftsmen 
are often harassed by indiscriminate and arbitrary assessment. 
But I don’t think that the House will agree with the demand of 
the leader of the Opposition that sales tax should be abolished as 
being immoral and oppressive. I don’t see how sales tax is 
immoral or oppressive, when the principle is that each is taxed 
according to his capacity. We have to meet all the necessities 
for nation building purposes. Under the Constitution all the 
rich resources of the State are retained with the Centre and all 
the nation building activities are left for the State.. Our only 
flexible income is the sales tax. Yet, the Opposition pleads for 
its abolition, while at the same time they ask for more and more 
expenditure. 


Probably, such inconsistencies and contradictions are inevit- 
able for a party whose ideology is not always wedded to truth or 
constructive methods. They organise strikes, try to paralyse 
industry and at the same time accuse the Government that all- 
the available manpower is not being utilised for running indus- 
trial concerns. Innocent and excitable school children are called 
away from schools and then the complaint is raised that the 
percentage of pass is very low. Again, while the Communist 
party of India criticises the Government of India on the one 
hand for not efficiently interfering in far off Korea, the leader of 
the Communist party in the Indian Parliament asks what business . 
the Government had to interfere in other peoples’ affairs, when 
it was the question of trouble in Tibet and when China was 
reported to have been involved. Itis a long list and the people 
have begun to open their eyes. But it was left to the leader of 
the Opposition in this House to make the open and novel decla- 
ration that it is not within the functions of his party to consider 
how the Government could carry on if major sources of revenue 
are curtailed as he wants them tobe. Itis a grave challenge to 
all accepted principles of democracy and political morality. It 
is not playing fair with the electorate, who have sent them 
here to work the constitution and not to create confusion and 
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Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: Sir, an hon. Member of 
the Opposition did remark during the last session (while referr- 
ing to Sales Tax) that the citizen of this State is staggering under 

‘taxation. Iam afraid it is not the citizen, but itis the Govern- 
ment that is staggering not knowing how to venture on and 
complete many a scheme that they have in view for a progres- 
sive State like ours. If we had some sort of a device or a meter— 
something that has not yet been invented—to gauge the cost and 
value of the multitudiness services that each one of us receives 
from the Government, I am sure that this Member of the Opposi- 
tion would not have made such a violent remark and that too 
posing himself in a melodramatic manner. May I inform. this 
Member of the Opposition that if Sales-tax is the judging factor, 
we in this State live in a paradise. ; . 


Sir, I wish to-avail of this opportunity to request the Govern- 
ment to bring in new taxes or to enhance the existing rates of 
taxation to meet their present and future demands. In preference 

‘to new taxation, it would be much more advisable to enhance the 
existing rate of taxation, especially the Sales-Tax on luxury 
items The tax on petrol can be brought up to the same level as it 
is in the Madras State today. 


While bringing in new taxation, I would request the Govern- . 
ment that proper care is taken to see that the poor are not 
subjected to the weight of taxation, Governments have to put 
their hands into the pockets of their citizens; but I would 
request that the Government while accepting the suggestion of 
new taxation should put their hands into the pockets of the rich 
and confine the process as far as possible to the rich and the rich 
alone It is the duty of every citizen to contribute to the fiscal 
success of a Government. Ina progressive state no progressive 
scheme will go ahead unless taxation too is progressive. Pro- 
fessor Saligman has said that Sales-Tax is the last resort of 
countries that are in fiseal difficulties and that they have to 
subordinate all other principles of taxation to that of adequacy. 
Iam sure, that sufficient funds to meet the demands made by 
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various departments and to carry out projects which the Govern- 
ment have in view have not been provided for in the Budget, 
and unléss progressive taxation is thought of by the Government 
they shall not be able to provide for the various demands they 
will have to face in the near future. 


Now, Sir, I should like to point out some of the main features 
of the Sales-Tax as administered in this State to the notice of 
this House. Not a single Member of the Opposition has mentioned 
either during this session or in the last, that a vendor is only 
subject to Sales-Tax if his turnover exceeds Rs. 10,000 during a 
period of 12 months. I wonder why this was not mentioned by 
the Opposition either in this House or in the public speeches 
delivered outside the House, by a greater majority of them. Sir, 
in this connection I should like to read out the names of commo- 
dities that are exempted from this taxation. They are: 
Khadi. 

Cloth woven on handlooms, 

Food grains, : 
Vegetables including tapioca except when exported. 
Fresh milk, fish and eggs sold for domestic consumption 
Meat except when exported. ae 
‘"% Boarding houses, hotels and canteens for students and ~ 
factory labourers. 

8. Firewood, charcoal, cocoanut shell and other fuels sold 
for domestic purposes. 

9. Kerosene oil sold for domestic consumption. 

10. Electric Energy. 

11. Any goods other than arrack and foreign liquor on 
which duty is or may be levied under Travancore-Cochin State 
Abkari & Opium Act. ‘ 

12. Salt. 

18, Medicines given by Doctors or Vaidyans, 

14. Earnings of professional men. 

15. Railway grainshops. 

16. Manure, 

17, Coir, Copra and most of the Hill produces of the State 
are subjected to the levy of Sales-Tax only at the first and the 
last sale. Mat and mattings are liable to be taxed only at one 
point in the series of sales in the State. 

I wish to bring to the notice of the House most emphatically 
that vegetables sold for domestic consumption are not subjected 

-to Sales-Tax. Then again, those who trade in cooked food includ- 
ing Tea and Coffee do not come under the purview of the tax 
unless their turnover exceeds Rs. 15,000 for a period of twelve 
months. That is again another factor which has been most 
cleverly ignored nay concealed, by the members of the Opposi- 
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tion. May Task, Sir, how many tea-shops have a turnover of 
over a thousand rupees a month ? Only those who can command 
a turnover of over Rs. 1,200 per month need pay this tax. 

The average tax payable on Motor vehicles, component 
parts, refrigerators etc.,is 6ps.in the rupee. All other goods 
other than petrol and tobacco are charged at 3 ps. 

The total income derived by the State from Sales-Tax during 
the year 1951-52 is Rs, 2,42,98,977 and this works out to about 15 
per cent of the total revenue of this State. May I bring to the 
notice of the Members of this House that the contribution of 
Sales-Tax to the revenue in the other States in India is much 
higher than what it is here? If we step outside India, there are 
other democratic countries where the Sales-Tax contribution to 
the total revenue is about 24 per cent. In Canada it is 26 per 
cent. Well, Sir, there is no harm if we get a better income from 
this form of taxation. 

As I suggested, I would strongly request the Government 
that luxury articles, some of which are taxed at 9 ps. in the 
rupee, are taxed at a much higher rate. By this we are only 
taxing the rich. Petrol is another item which can be taxed ata 
higher rate. Enhancement of taxation on the suggested lines 
will not affect the poorer classes of people but it will definitely 
bring in more revenue to this State.

Shri. E. P. Varghese: Sir, I have to say a few words 
_ first of all with reference to the collection of Agricultural 
Income Tax. In its nature itis very arbitrary. It may be said 
that it is a tax which is progressive. Still, there is this difficulty. 
It is in a very arbitrary way that the tax is fixed,so much so, 
there is much room for the officers tobe corrupt. That is one 
of the greatest drawback ofthis tax. At the time when the Bill 
was introduced in the Legislature, I remember, the Government 
of the day saying that some way willbe found to avoid as far 
as possible the chances of corruption. I would now suggest that 
the assessment may be made-for four or five years. For five 
years there may be a fixity of assessment, so much so, at least 
for five years, the tax-payer may know what amount of tax he 
willhave to pay. Now, each year we are at the mercy of the 
assessing officers. Itis the proverthicar whois generally the 
officer immediately concerned. It is his verdict that is the 
basis. Once the assessment is mada, it will be very difficult to 
make the officers go back upon their decision. It is a source of 
income and it is their job to show increased revenue. Irrespect- 
ive of the fact whether the assessee has assessable income or 
not, he is assessed, ; . 
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There is another difficulty about this Agricultural income 
tax. Sofarasthe agriculturists are concerned, they do not ~ 
keep that sort of accounts, which are generally kept by busi- 
ness men considered acceptable for the purpose of assess ment. 
So, when the officer asks him to produce the accounts he will 
have usually only a few notes or even nothing to produce. Then, 
the officers will not usually rely on these accounts. If the 
officers are not shown the accounts, as they require, the agri- 
culturists are arbitrarily assessed. In the nature of his work, 
the agriculturist cannot keep such accounts. For instance it will 
be difficult for himto keep accounts for the agricultural 
labour the seed purchased and all those things which he does 
for cultivation purposes. So, the ordinary cultivator is at the 
mercy of the assesser. 


This gives room for corruption asin the case of grain 
procurement. The proverthicar will report that such and 
such a person has ten acres of land and the yield from that land 
isso much. There is no escape from it. If we go to the Appe-. 
Ilate Authorities, there also, there is no scope for relief. 
The Appellate authority is a mere farce. I speak from personal 
experience. He merely says that the accounts are not accepta- 
ble and agrees with the statement of the subordinate officers 
and upholds their assessment. What I suggest is that this must 
be avoided. Itis perhaps too late in the day to say that the 
Agricultural Income-tax may be given up. But much of the 
corruption that is prevailing can be avoided if only we try. For 
example, the assessment may be made for a number of years. 
Then at least for these years there will not be any harassment 
from the officers. Sir, it sometimes happens that they may not 
assess you for some years and, then, all of a sudden, they send 
the demand notice for a large sum. The ordinary man is baffled 
because he cannot find the money to pay the demand fora 
number of years alltogether. All these create difficulties to 
the ordinary agriculturist. It is for the Government to see that 
some means are found out to avoid these difficulties. I would 
suggest that the assessment may be in every five years. It may 
be fixed for five years and at the end of* that period there may 
be a reassessment for the next five years. 

The House rose for lunch at Ip.m. and re-assembled at 
2p.m. with Mr. Speaker in the Chair.

Shri K, Kochukuttan: I second it. 


Mr. Speaker: Fora proper discussion of this Demand, I 
may suggest that Motion No. 6. (standing in the name of Shri 
Nataraja Pillai), No. 20 (standing in the name of Shri Krishnan- 
kutty Warrier) , and No. 87 (standing in. the name of Shri T. K. 
Krishnan) be moved and then discussion may be started. 

“Shri P. S. Nataraja Pilai: Sir, I move, 
To reduce the allotment of {[Rs. 48,51,000 for original 
work — buildings by Re. 1. . ; 

Under the heading Original Works — Buildings, the Budget 
estimate for 51-52 was 30 lakhs, but in the revised estimate it | 
was only 25 lakhs. It means that the department was not able 
to expend the 30 lakhs provided for the year 51-52 but ‘spent 
only 25 lakhs and‘surrendered 5 lakhs. For the next year‘there 
is a provision of 484 lakhs which is nearly 23 lakhs more than 
the revised estimate. The department expect to complete their 
building programme with this amount during the course of 
next year. If we split up this 48 lakhs we find that 33 lakhs is 
provided for Works in Progress and l&lakhs for New Works. 
I do not know how this department will be able to spend 48 
lakhs odd provided for this year. We do not know whether 
this is a real estimate or whether itis only a simple provision 
in the Budget’ and whether when the revised estimate and 
actuals come the result will be surrender of the unspent amount 
— these are matters for consideration by the House. I may: 
also say that we are hard pressed for money for various other 
purposes. When there is a plea from Government benches that 
there is not adequate money to meet some of the other liabilities 
or necessities, I ask why there shoud be such over estimate arid 
provision in the Budget which ultimately results in surrender, 
That is one aspect of the matter. ; 
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From the Appendix we find:.a lump sum provision pro- 
svided for buildings in Education Department and the amount 
is put at 2 lakhs. No details and no estimate could be seen 
there for this item of expenditure, and this is a lump sum pro- 
vision. This is not even for works in progress. In contrast to 
this we will take works in progress and the way in which work 
inthe department is progressing. Looking at page vii of the Ap- 
pendix one would notice that a sum of Rs. 57,000 odd is provided 
for making additional accommodation for E. H. 8S. for Girls, Chen- 
gannoor and sanctioned for the year 49-50. The amount spent 
was only Rs. 14,000 odd in 1951 and the work is being continued. 
That is the pace at which such works are being executcd. There- 
fore, even for works for which estimates are ready and where 
the work has begun, the progress is slow. In that set of circum- 
‘stances, [do not know what purpose is served by making a 
lump sum provision of 2 lakhs for buildings. Unless’ the 
department is able to spent the amount provided for a parti- 
cular work in the right manner, the amounts should not be set 
apart for that. For works which are under contemplation 
amounts may be provided and the department should see to 
the spending of the amounts’ for that item. In this connection, 
Tam forced to say a word about the establishment charges of 
the department. For the whole department 10 per cent of the : 
expenditure goes for establishment. Out of the total budget 
allotment of 220 lakhs for this department alone, 22 lakhs is 

_spent on establishment charges. Last year there was some 
mystery. inthe establishment charges. Under that category 
the figure worked up to 53.4 lakhs and the revised estimate 
showed the amount as 50 lakhs. But this year it stands reduced 
to'22.28 lakhs. I think an explanation may be coming from the 
Minister that it is on account of the change of heading or due 
to wrong accounting system and soon. Whatever that be, this 
is. the figure we have got in-the Budget and if you look at 
the staff. . . : 


Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: The’ establishment charges 
include expenditure under Irrigation, Capital Works and so the 
per centage may not come to.10 per cent as depicted by the hon. 
Member. "> os ; 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: . Sir, at the moment I am not able 
to refute or accept that statement: Unless I examine the Budget 
under Capital Works and Irrigation, the per centage cannot be 
calculated, There is another wonderful. aspect to. be noted in 
the establishment charges.. There is a provision for making 
Devicolam-Peermade road for cardamom ‘marketing. I do not 
know whether there is a work like that going on. Then provi- 
sion is made for reclamation.of lands in Vandanmettu, Chala- 
kudy and Kunnathukal. But we have heard it said that that pro- 
gramme has been postponed. Then another item is, investigation 
of improvements in Kodayar Project.. This is an investigation. 
charged for the last three years and the investigation specia 
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staff continues. What has been done by the department in 
these matters, we do not know. In the same way, there is heavy 
establishment charges incurred under lift irrigation works. A 
special staff of Executive Engineer, Assistant Engineers and 
Supervisors and staff continue for this special work. Sir, I can 
very well understand, when the lift irrigation programme was 
initiated and worked out, the necessity for such a staff.. After 
the work is done, where is the need for such a special staff? I 
fail to see. Iseriously ask, do you require such a staff for 
annual.maintenance in that connection? Are we still having 
new lift irrigation projects?. ‘ 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhban Nair: There are two lift irrigation 
projects. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: So far that was one of the matters 
which I have to draw for the kind attention of the House. Now 
Sir, we have been asked to discuss the Budget on the basis of 
figures available for 1948. The hon. Minister for Civil Works 
was not kind enough to review the work relating to Civil Works 
for last year or the year before nor does he say anything about 
what he proposes to do for the coming year. Without adequate 
materials before us, how can we sit in judgement over the acti- 
vities of the department is the question. But we on this side of 
the House are left to collect materials from the Budget figures 
presented from year to year. - I ask, has the departmental report 
been published for 1950 to 51 or 51 to 52? Nothing of the kind 
has been attempted so far. Where are the statistics and facts 
about the projects to be completed by Government? All this the 
House has to gather from the bare figures which are furnished 
in the Budget for the various years. As for the lift irrigation 
project we are under the impression that a special staff was 
created for the coversion of dry lands into wet lands for food 
production. That is allover. Now we find very heavy establish- 
ment charges and the question is whether such charges are 
necessary and whether adequate work is extracted from them. 
That is for the serious consideration of the House.’ 


_ Then a word about the Perurkada hospital. Provision has 
been made for improvement on it. I wish to draw the attention 
of the Council of Ministers to that matter. There are no 
windows or doors in the buildings provided there; there is not 
even sitting spacey nor even a shelter for the poor women 
patients who average nearly 70 every month. In these circum- 
stances, what I would urge is, money allotted to that Hospital 
should be utilised for the best advantage of the poor people who 
come there, . 7 


Shri K. V. Krishnankutty Warrier: I move to reduce the allot 
ment of Rs. €6,03,100 for Original works—Communications by 
Rs. 100.

Mr. Speaker : I suggest that Motion No.3 (standing in the 
name of Shri C. Achyutha Menon), No. 10 (in the name of Shri 
P. S. Nataraja Pillai), and No. 16 (in the name of Shrimathi 
K. R. Gouri) may be ‘moved. 

Shri C, Achyutha Menon : Sir, I move to reduce the allotment 
of Rs. 25,00,000 for Travancore Minerals by Re. 1 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I beg to move; To reduce 
the allotment of Rs. 67,00,000 for Investment of Shares in Com- 
mercial Concerns by Re. 1. ; ‘ 


Sir, this demand is to invest Rs. 12°50 lakhs in Sri Chitra 
_ Mills Ltd., Rs. 15 lakhs in Chalakudi Plywood Industry, Rs. 30 
lakhs in Rubber Tyre Factory; Rs, -25,000 for manufacture of 
sand and lime bricks, Rs. 25,000 in United Electrical Industries, 
and Rs. 9 lakhs in Indian Rare Earth Ltd. which cometoa 
. total of Rs, 67 lakhs. Thatis the demand before the House and 
this House is asked to sanction this amount. When the deman 
was made, no information has been given to this House as to the 
necessity or the conditions in which these investments are to be 
made. Certainly; Sir, we have heard of Indian Rare Earth Ltd. 
That is a Government of India sponsored concern to treat the 
mineral sand available in Travancore ina factory situated in 
“Travancore. From my point of view, this House can have no 
objection for that investment and that has to be granted from 
any point of view. 
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Then, Sir, when you come to SrifChitra Mills Ltd., its his- 
tory has not been-very assuring for the general public of Travan- 
core by its activities in the past. IfI am not mistaken the Sri 
Chitra Mills referred to here are the same as functioning at 
" Alwaye-Thope it is the same then the first information this 
House would like to have is whether this Rs. 12 lakhs 
is a pure loan orisitin the form of shares. If so, what kind of 
investment is that? Are we advancing a loan on interest to rec- 
oup that industry and make ita paying concern, or are we 
enlarging that industry by investing more of our money to 
make that factory a more profitable one? Are we joining as 
partners, or are we playing the role of a banker? These 
are facts which ought tobe placed before this House before 
it is called to exercise its vote. Unfortunately, our Government do 
not think that itis necessery to discharge that duty. From my 
point of view it isa painful affair that when demands of this 
nature are placed before this House, the necessary materials to 
exercise judgment on them are not also supplied, either due to 
the want of proper materials with them or, may I say, Sir, due 
to the callous indifference tothe House—I do not want to go 
further than that. But at any rate, Sir, I] am constrained tosay 
that it is not in the fitness of things in the changed conditions 
in which we are functioning as a responsible House with power 
over Finance, to approach this House with a demand like this. 


- Then Sir, all the remarks which I said about the Sri Chitra 
Mills Ltd. hold good when the Chalakudy Plywood Industry 
comes in. To the best of my knowledge we have now two 
Plywood Industries, one at Punalur and one at Chalakudi. 
Both of them are Government sponsoredifactories—I am not sure 
about it. I find under (a) Investmentsin Government Commer- 
cial Undertakings’ the words “Plywood Industries”. Iam not 
sure whether the Travancore-Cochin Govermment has only one 
Plywood Industry or two. 


Shri. Panampilli Govinda Menon: But even then, the 
plural has to be used. - 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillaiz The Chalakudi Plywood In- 
dustry isa private company. Then, all the remarks which I 
made on the question of the Sri Chitra Mills come in for Chala- 
kkudi Plywood Industry too. 


Sir, I feel that demands for Rs. 27 lakhs for two private 
companies are made here and no information is available 
on that. 


“Then comes the Rubber Tyre Factory Rs. 30,00,000. I do 
not know whether it is a private company or whether it is a new 
company, or whether it is an old company manufacturing 
tubber tyre- in Travancote-Cochin. We have a Rubber 
Factory owned and conducted by Government. That was 
a pioneer attempt in Travancore and it has proved itself 
to be a sucessful commercial concern, We have made 
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more than our capital investment as profit in that concern 
and even now itis a running concern. But what we find today 
is a demand for investment in shares in commercial concerns to 
the extent of Rs. 30 lakhs; i, e. Government are advancing 
money to a private company or for a commercial concern either 
by taking shares or advancing the money on loan to start 
factories in Travancore to manufacture rubber tyre. Sir, when 
we have a Rubber Factory, is it not more in the fitness of things 
if the Government will come forward to enlarge that factory and 
make necessary arrangements to manufacture tyre under the 
Government-sponsored company? The criticisms offered by my 
larned friened Mr. Achyutha Menon, have to be borne in 
mind, because one aspect of it is perfectly valid. Sir, why 
should State money: be utilised for giving an opportunity to make 
profit toa private company? It must benefit the State asa 
whole. If it is a State managed concern and if itis an industry 
which will be of material benefit to our people, then we will 
have to doit. But if it is only a private concern, motivated by 
private profit and benefit, where is the necessity to advance 
the poor rybts’ money for that company? I think that is 
absolutely unreasonable. 


Then, Sir, Rs. 50,000 is allotted to two different private 
_eompanies. One for the manufacture of sand and lime bricks 
and another for “United Electrical Industries” as it is called. 
I do not know why Rs. 50,000 should. be advanced. Are we 
coming down- tothe role of a Banker or Hundi merchant to 
advance Rs. 10 thousand or Rs. 20 thousand to private com- 
panies to manage their affairs? Where is the necessity ? 
After all, what is the status of these industries ? Whatis the 
paid-up capital of those concerns? What is the material 
benefit itis going to bring to this country ? These are all, to 
my mind, Sir, —- Ido not know how the Treasury Benches feel 
on that— relevant facts to be taken into consideration before 
one can decide whether to vote or not. Therefore, Sir, this 
attitude of coming up with a demand, whether reasonable or 
unreasonable, and their failure to place all relevant facts before 
this house, I say, is reprehensible, and this house should not 
tolerate that. And there isa history also behind that. - As 
my friend Mr. Achutha Menon pointed out, Sir, our invest- 
ments in commercial concerns are, to say the least, alarming. 
To the best of my knowledge, none of the companies in which . 
the Travancore Government have invested money, has paid 
dividends. Perhaps it is some peculiar circumstance. Even if 
a flourishing industry comes in, and our Ministers are pre- 
pared to take shares in them, that company will not give shares; 
anid if Government take shares, that company will not pay 
dividends and even private individuals will be put to difficul- 
ties. There isa wordin Tamil osarG. That is, if once 
the money is paid out, it will never be returned. In the same 
way, there seems to be a peculiar circumstance attached to 
the investments made by the Travancore-Cochin Government 
in commercial concerns, that they never pay dividends, 
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Another factor, also very dangerous from the point of view of 
investing the amount is that the shares go down in value. 
Ido not want to go into an analysis of those figures. We 
ourselves are the major shareholders of some companies, and 
itis not advantageous to discuss the share value and other 
facts of commercial and banking concerns. I leave it at that. 
In view of the fact that we have invested a very heavy amount 
in these commercial concerns to the tune of Rs. 3 or 4 crores, 
T think itis time for this House to set its face against this 
demand, Not only that, I would have gone further to advocate 
a voting down of that demand, had it not been for the fact that 
it includes the Indian Rare Earth Lid. But I feelif a token 
motion to this effect is carried in this House, Government 
Benches will reconsider the question of investment of 
money in these shares. ; ;

I announced the other day that some elections have 
to be conducted for some committees. Then the leader of the 
Socialist Party raised a question that regarding the elections 
to non-statutory committees, the parliamentary practice of 
making a motion in the House must be pursued. I said that 
aspect would be considered. I had consultations with the 
leader of the House, and the result of the consultations is 
embodied in this announcement. 


In the programme prescribed on the 3rd July for 
elections to certain committees, election to the Standing Advisory 
Committee for Works and Communications, has been included. 
But now information has been received from Government 
that itis not necessary to elect members to that Committee. 
Therefore, the announcement. made on the 8rd July will stand 
modified to this extent.

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Shri Panamp'lli Govinda Menon: It has begun to function. 
The refrigerator machinery for which orders have been placed: 
4s being taken and the work is being started. 

Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know, which is the head- 
quarters of this company—its field of activity ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I think the registered 
headquarters of the company was Trivandrum, That is my 
impression. 

Shyi P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I want to know which is the field 
of activity of this company at present ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Mznon: I think the hon. Member 
knows that it is in the waters of the sea here. . 


Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know in what town — 
Ernakulam, Trivandrum or Cape Comorin? Where is the 
company carrying on its activities ? ; 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The Cochin Company 
which has been nominated by the Government to carry on the 
management has its office at Ernakulam. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Is there not a head office, or a 
factory, or something that is sought to be erected at Trivandrum 
by this Company ?. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda M2non: Regarding the internal 
working of the factory, I must get notice. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Have not the Governmenta major 
portion of the shares of the Company and a charge on the loan 
even ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Yes, the loan is advanced 
on the mortgage of the effects of the Company. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether the factory 
for which Mr. V. P. Menon has laid the foundation-stone has been 
completed ? . 

Shri Panampilli Govinda M2non: Sir, I want notice. .° 

Shri O. C. Ninan: Was there a Governmant Director for 
this company at any time ?. . 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Yes. 

Shri-O, C. Ninan: Has the Director made any report about 
the company at any time that the company is not working 
properly ?

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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: These internal reports bet- 
ween the officers of the Government and the Government are 
not generally disclosed It is only the final result that is dis= 
closed. The final result is that the Government came to the 
conclusion that the company is not being governed properly. 
Therefore, the managing agency’s contract was terminated and 
Government took over the management and nominated_ this. 
Cochin Company to manage the company on bebalf of this Gov- 
ernment. 

Shr‘ A, Thanu Pillai: What is the latest date on which the 
‘Government heard anything from this concern ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The Government are hav- 
ing periodical reports. . 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Sir, may I know what special 
competency has this Cochin Company in regard to fishing in- 
dustry ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The Cochin company was 
found to be competent to carry on the object for which the West 
Coast Fisheries was incorporated. . 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader:. Are the Government going to 
sell shares for this company ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon; Government cannot. It is 
a corporation incorporated under the Indian Companies Act. 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: May I know whether the Cochin 
Company has been in this line of business before ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: No, they have taken up 
this business for the first time. But Government entrusted them 
with this work because they were satisfied that the company was - 
competent to do the job.

Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I was not able to hear with 
regard to answer to (a) the-total quantity of yarn imported into 
Travancore-Cochin, 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The question is about the 
quantity ‘allotted’ itis: ; 


January €09 bales; February 581 bales; March 678 bales. 


If the information that is required is the quantity that is 
imported out of the allotted quota, I shall give the figures. 
" Shei P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, my question also contains 
at. : 

Shri Panampi'li Govinda Menoa: Out of the 609 bales allotted 
in Januery, 33 bales ‘have been rejected by the nominees and 9 
bales have not yet been received owing to lack of transport 
facilities, Out of the allotrnent of 531 bales in February, 62 
bales.were rejected by the nominees on account of the fact that 
these bales were not saleable in the State 13 bales have not 
been received till now owing to.transport difficulties. The. total 
quantity allotted in March is 678 bales. . Out of this 89 balés of 
40's special and 34 bales of cone yarn and 83 bales of.other counts 


were not purchased by the nominees as there was no. demand 
for them. 


Nataraja Pillai: Who imported the “free sale” or 
free quota” from the mills into Travancore? :

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Shyi Panampilli Govinda Menon: Naturally, we do not get 
any information with regard to that. oo 


Shri P. S. Natayaja Pillai: Sir, with reference to the answer 
to (c) it was stated that some quantity of yarn was imported into 
Travancore by importers. Therefore, it is a “free sale” quantity 
of the mills. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon; Sir, I want notice to give 
the name of the particular importer. __ 

Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: Sir, I donot want the name of 
the importer at all, Iam only asking in order to make it definite 
whether the importer holds the licence to import the Government 
quantity or the “free sale” quantity. 


‘Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: My impression is that for 
the “free sale” quantity, Government licence is not required. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know from the hon. Member 
whether in the Government of India notification dated the 6th 
February 1952, there is not a provision that a licensed dealer will 
be allowed to buy the “free sale” quantity and transport it to 
other places? , 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The hon. Member may be 
correct. . 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, then, if this is the position, 
may I know whether the Government made any arrangement to 
grant licences to wholesale dealers to import the free supply of 
the mills? ; 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Licences are issued by the 
Assistant Textile Commissioner, and without notice I cannot 
give the answer. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether there was a 

"real difference: in price between the “free sale” quantity and the 
controlled quantity? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menen: I want notice. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The hon. Member was saying that 


he is placing on the table of the House a list of the prices. May 
I ask him to refer to it and say whether the controlled rate was 


higher and the free sale price lower? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: -The prices vary with res- 
pect to different kinds of yarn. _ - 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Will I be correct ifIsay that the 
difference in “free sale” price and the controlled price of 40 
counts was something like 8 to 9 rupees per bundle? ~ . 

Shri Panampill' Govinda Menon: Sir, what Ihave placed on 
the table is this: The ex-mill price of yarn is the same through- 
out. The statement showing the prices during the second week 
of April for the various kinds of yarn of 40 and 60 counts is 
given, . 
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Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, my questionis notthat. “Will 
the Minister be pleased to state the price prevalent for 40’s and 
60’s in the second week of April for the “free sale” yarn not 
cleared by allottees at Coimbatore and the controlled rate for the 
same counts at Trivandrum?”—That wasa specific question.

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Now, as for other investments also, so far as the Travancore 
Minerals are concerned, now that is bringing ina large return 
and our Mineral Companies are contemplated to be brought 
under Government control.

. Sir, we must again and again repeat the very unsatisfactory 
way. in which information is sought to be supplied to this House 
by the Government.

_ Fertilisers and Chemicals and the Forest Industries Ltd., at 

Alweaye. When the F. A.C. T. Company was started, the capital 
investment originally thought of was not so high as it at present 
stands. And atsuch atime when the Government investment 
was not thought of to such an extent as it stards tuday, the 
Managing Agency commission was stipulated at 10 per cent. of 
the profits. The Finance Minister would certainly shoot out the 
answer that the agency agreement was entered into during 
Sir C. P, Ramaswami Ayyar’s regime. But the House is aware 
that subsequent to his own party coming on the saddle, the 
capital investment of this industry has been increased many-fold 
and yet there has been no change made in the “tems: of the 
managing agency agreement which is very much to the disadvan- 
tage of the Government. In fact, in no other free country where 
the State has invested such a large amount, where the State owns 
the majority of the shares in the industry, has such managing 
agency commission been paid to a managing agent, who is not a 
subject of the State. This is without any parallel.in the indus- 
trial history of any free country. In 1951, according to the award 
of the Industrial Tribunal, about 600 employees of this tactory 
were sent out and in 1951 this retrenchment was made on ‘the 
expectation that in that year the company would make an over- 
all profit over the previous year of more than 6 lakhs of rupees. 
But the result was that the company in 1951 made a loss of 
9 lakhs of rupees. Six hundred labourers and low paid staff of 
the company have been sent out. There are still flourishing 
under the shadow of the managing agents, under the shadow of 
the Seshasayee Bros., highly-paid employees and officers without 
any qualifications each drawing Rs. 400 and 600 per mensem. It 
is well for the Finance Minister to enquire into the qualifications 
of the Chief Superintendent of this factory. — ao 


"In 1948, it would be found that the produetion of Ammonium 
Sulphate was 25,000 tons and Super-Sulphate 12,000 tons.. This 
is according to the brochure published by the Employees’ Asso~ 
ciation, but that has. been contradicted: by the management. 
They stated that in 1948 the production was 21,000 tons of Am- 
monium Sulphate and 5000 tons of Super-Sulphate, and in that 
year, the company actually made a loss of Rs.9 lakhs. The 
figures for 1949, 1950, 1951 and 1952 in this connection would be 
revealing. In 1949, the total production of Ammonium Sulphate 

“was 25,927 tons, in 1950, 25,738 tons, in 1951 22,000 tons, and in 
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the case of Super-Sulphate in 1949 it was 11,233 tons, in 1950 and 
1951 this came down to 6,564 tons. 

Thus it would be found that in spite of retrenchment and in 
spite of Government investing more and more funds in. this 
industry. due to the gross mismanagement of the managing 
agency, the factory has been’ making a progressive decline in pro- 
duction: It is alsonecessary in this context to enquire into ‘the 
price of Ammonium Sulphate produced in this factory. This;‘I 
subrnit, is very much higher than that produced ‘in the Sindri 
Fertilisers Factory or that supplied bythe I.C.I. What ®% the 
reason for this heavy price ?- Barring over-heavy establishment 
charges there is the fact that this factory mainly depends upon 
sulphur that'is imported ata higher price, whereas the Sindri 
factory works on gypsum produced in India itself in places’ like 
Rajputana and Trichinopoly. In Egypt also, any ‘amount of gyp- 
sum could be had.

‘Shri T. S. Ramaswami : Sir, 1 move to reduce the 
allotment of Rs. 39,97,000 for working Expenses by Re.

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Shri P. Bhaskaran Nair: Sir, I move “to reduce the total 
allotment of Rs. 74, 65, 200 Demand XXV by Rs. 100” 
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on this subject, first with regard to the weaving industry. I am: 
glad that Government have decided to give their attention to the 
hand-loom industry and have sent two persons to be trained. The 
Minister for Industries admitted at a discussion that there is 
some slight snag about the supply of yarn to the weavers of hand- 
loom industry. I think that it is not the real trouble. The trouble 
is about the position in marketing hand-loom pxoducts. Itis not 
peculiar to the Travancore-Cochin State. The same thing obtains 
in Madras, and as a matter offact, the hand-loom industry is 
more expensive and more organised in Madras, and there, the 
difficulty is more. This is something which could not be im- 
mediately solved. I feel that this could be solved with the help of 
the Central Government alone. I am sure that this Government 
will do everything possible to help those who are engaged fin 
this industry, to compete successfully with the mill products. 
Perhaps success lies in making hand-loom: weavers change the 
kind of materials which they now weave. If we induce them to 
produce for foreign markets and not to weave large quantities 
of the same kind of materials that they are weaving now, then 
perhaps we may be able to succeed. For instance, there is 
ademand for such kind of cloth as ‘lungies’ and other materials 
in the neighbouring States like Burma and Malaya. If it is 
possible to induce our weavers to weave such kind of cloth and 
see. that they are marketed in:suchforeign countries—it is only 
a suggestion—the hand-loom industry may perhaps be developed 
thereby. : ; , 

- hen, another thing about whichI have to speak is about 
the fishing industry. ‘The hon. Member for Trivandrum the 
other day observed that in producing more food, we must con- 
centrate our attention upon such things as eggs, poultry and 
other things. Fish is a very important article of food. Itisa 
pity that we are not giving this industry sufficient attention. 
Ours isa maritime State and we have got very rich fishing 
grounds. As a matter of fact, when I look into the budget, } 
find very little has been provided for developing fisheries, 
While the Government of India are very keen upon those things, 
somehow I feel that our Government do not bestow the 
attention which must be bestowed upon this industry. This 
isnot an industry peculiar to. India. It is an industry 
which is worldwide industry. There is a lot of experience 
available. This industry has been successfully developed in 
countries like Japan, America, and England and other countries , 
of Europe. And it is possible for us to get experienced men 
from those countries and:'to draw up a scheme for developing 
fisheries. I tried hard to find whether we have got a scheme for 
developing fishing; but somehow I have not been able to find 
any scheme. But in the amounts budgeted I find asum of money 
provided for developing fish farms. In this connection I place 
for the information of Government that there is a natural fish 
farm in the lake of Ashtamudi. That is a fresh water lake. There 
are a lot of fishermen who live by fishing in this lake. But 
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recently the amount of fish available in this lake has gone down 
and the reason is, at least it is sostated, that a sand bank has 
formed at the Neendakara Bar and the fish from the sea which 
comes into the Lake at a certain season are not able now to come 
into that Lake. This matter has been brought to the attention of 
the Government some months back and I understood that the then 
Minister agreed that that bank should be removed. But up to now, 
no efforts have been made to remove that sand bank. It should 
_ bea great service for getting fresh water jfish in that area and 
also to give more employment to the fishermen who live there, if 
that sand bank is removed. =; '% 


Then another matter about which I would like to mention is 
about the Palm Gur Industry which is very important industry 
in South Travancore and which is being handled in an irrespon« 
sible fashion. With proper organisation we will be able to getall 
the sugar we need in this State and also something for export, 
The expert opinion is that the Palm Gur Industry can be organis- 
ed on a cottage industry basis in such a way as to produce white 
sugar. Now, the Industry is producing dirty sugar. Butif pro- 
perly organised, if a small machinery is installed, say in selected 
villages, it would be possible to produce directly white sugar 
from palm gur. It should be a first class cottage industry and 
would not bring the evil of concentration of labour in factories, 
but at the same time it will encourage the industry and give us the 
amount of sugar that we need and give us something for export. 
1 request Government to bestow their attenion upon this matter 
also. 


-. Sir, I donot want to add anything more. 
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Shri. A. Thenu Pillai: I want asuggestion tobe made before 
this House. We find from the budget that an amount of one 
crore and 81 lakhs of rupees is to be spent this year on account 
of industries. That is leaving out the amount covered by the 
Supplementary Demand. Under‘ Capital Outlay on Industrial 
Development’ an amount of Rs. 1,07,00,000 is provided. Under 
Demand No. XXV-Industries, Rs.-74,65,000 odd, Sir, I ask on whose 
advice do they spend all these money? Have they got an 
Industries Adviser or Industrial Board to advise on these 
matters? Sir the fact is that out of this, Rs. 1,81,00,000 an 
amount of only 5 lakhs comes under the jurisdiction of the 
Industries Director. All the other amounts are spent directly 
by Government without any advice or recommendation from any 
officer, any adviser or any agency. Is it not an anomalous state 
of affairs, I ask.

-loans, an amount of 67 lakhs of rupees provided. Of course 
the hon. Minister may say aboard is to be constituted. The 
hon. Minister told us that already 124 lakhs: is to be loaned to 
Sri Chitra Mills. That is decided. The history of Travancore 
Industrial policy is as follows. Formerly there was an Industries 
Department dealing with all matters connected with industries. 
During Sir C. P. Ramaswamy lyer’s time he made.a deviation. 
He started many industries. All those big industries were taken 
outside the purview of the Director and he had only to look 
after the cottage industries and schools, and the like. Large 
amounts were invested and somehow they were handled by the 
Government themselves, directly. But there was a very ex- 
perienced officer of the State to give advice. I may mention his 
name, Sri K. P. P. Menon was appointed as Liaison officer. 
He is experienced in scientific works. He was then the Chief 
Electrical Engineer. So he was entrusted with the duty of 
going into the applications connected with industrial matters, 
making recommendations to Government. He retired from 
service here and went over to the Government of India service. 
He was succeeded by Mr. Kumara Das. He was also a chemist 
and a minerologist. He put in many years of service. It was 
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on their recommendations that these big loans and industrial 
undertakings were made. I ask, who is here to advise Govern. 
ment now? Ifsome industrial concern-makes an application it 
straightaway applies to Government, i. e., to the clerk, the 
Secretary and to the Minister. Formerly those things. were 
done under the advice of competent persons. But now they 
are doing these things without any advice. The Industries 
Director has only to deal with 5 lakhs out of 181 lakhs 
Can we allow this state of affairs to continue? Alter all the 
Secretary and the Minister are the only -persons to deal with 
such big enterprises. Whoare they? Then why do we have 
a Director of Publi¢ Instruction. a Chief Engineer, a Surgeon 
General? Similarly we want a competent officer for indus 
tries also. He must be a-man well qualified. He should have 
the requisite knowledge of science, of how things are’ done 
im an industry etc. Such a competent officer we want. We 
should put a stop to this kind of dealing on large finances. That 
is the suggestion that I have to place before the House. 
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The cut motions of Shri T..S. Ramaswami, Shri C. Achyutha 
Menon and Shri P. Bhaskaran Nair were withdrawn with the 
leave of the House. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of 
Rs. 48,25,000 under Demand XXV—Industries was put and 
carried.

PRESS NOTE 
Community Prosgects 


Community Projects are Schemes for regional planning to 
be worked in close co-ordination with the general development 
programmes included in the Five year Plan. The central object 
of a Community Project is to secure the fullest development of 
the material and human resources of an area. In the rural area, 
this calls for intensive work for agricultural development, for . 
social education and improvement of public health, and for 
introduction of new “skills” and new occupations. The organic 
growth of the cormmunity in all its phases, is the ultimate goal, 
and a new world will be created for them, which will satisfy to 
the utmost their needs and aspirations. 


2, The main lines of activity to be undertaken in the rural 
areas will include:—- 


(a) agricultural and rural development; 
(b) cottage and small-scale industries; 

{c)} education, including vocational and technical training; 
(d) health; 

(e) housing; and 

(jf) communications. 


3, According to the existing proposals, 55 community pro- 
jects will be established all over India, of which 2 will be in 
Travancore-Cochin. These have been assigned to Kunnathunad- 
Chalakudi and Neyyattinkara-Vilavancode areas. For purposes 
of initial planning, each project is assumed to comprise roughly 
about 300 villages with a total area of about 450 to 500 sq., miles. 
As the village system does not exist in many parts of the Travan- 
core-Cochin State, karas, desoms or pakuthies have been com-. 
bined into convenient units of 400 or 500 square miles in order to 

form the project area, Each project area is proposed to_he 
divided into three development blocks. The development block 
isin turn divided into groups of 5 villages each, each group 
being the field of operation for a village-level worker. 


4, The Community Projects will be financed largely from 
the Indo-American Co-operation-Fund contributed by the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America. Amounts allocated from 
this Fund willbe supplemented by contributions made by the 
Central and the State Governments. The contributions made by 
the Government of the United States will be in the form of 
grants-in-aid and loans, For self-financing schemes in respect 
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‘of a project, the necessary funds will be provided as loans by 
the Central Government, In respect of other schemes _the re. 
curring and non-recurring expenditure will be shared by the 
Central and the State Governments in agreed proportions, 
flach project is expected to be completed in 3 years. After 
three years, the entire financial liability for maintaining the 
development achieved in a project area will devolve upon the 
State Governments. 


5. In the first year, work will commence in one develop. 
ment block in each project. In the second year work will be 
started in the two remaining blocks. In the third year, the 
programmes will be completed in all the blocks. 


6. Government proposed to start work immediately in the 
areas selected, The first step is to conduct an intensive survey 
in order to find out the existing features, and those that will 

“have to be added so that the area may be made to conform to the 
pattern prescribed. After the survey is completed, plans will 
be drawn up covering all the amenities aimed at, and estimates 
prepared. 


7. According to the basic plans laid out by the Government 
of India, agriculture will receive the first priority in the develop- 
ment schemes. But so far as Travancore-Cochin is concerned, 
itis necessary to shift the emphasis to industrial development. 
Major industries as well as small scale and cottage industries 
have to be developed. The possibilities in this respect are being 
carefully explored, and the Government have already asked for 
the services of American technical personnel for assistance in 
the promotion of various industries for which the necessary raw 
materials exist in plenty in this State. 


8. The active participation of the people at all stages and 
at all levels is one of the distinguishing features of the Commu- 
nity Projects Scheme. The'role that Government intend to play 
is only that of removing the hurdles and giving guidance and 
help. In this respect-the Community Project differs from all 
other development schemes tried in the past. Government have 
no doubt that with the hearty and zealous co-operation of the 
public this new. venture will:-be a complete success, and that it 
will bring contentment and happiness to the people whom it is 
intended to serve...

Extracts from the second Interim Report of the Indian States 
Finance Enquiry Committee regarding “ Anchal” and “ Anchal 
Savings Bank” in Travancore-Cochin. 


16(7) “Anchal” or State Postal Systems. 


The Travancore and Cochin Governments are anxious that 
their “ Anchal” system should be continued even after federal 
Gnancial integration in view of the large extent of rural areas 
served by it, and-its relative cheapness. Our attention was 
drawn in this connection to the strength of popular feeling in 
the two States against the curtailment of any of the facilities now 
afforded by the Anchal Department. The practical suggestion, 
which we strongly recommend for sympathetic consideration, is 
that the Indian P. and T. Department, should allow the Travan- 
eore-Cochin Union to work the existing Anchal services on an 
“agency” basis, even though for financial and budgetary control 
purposes, “ Anchal” would have to be treated as a “ Central” 
. subject as from the prescribed date. 


We realise that this proposal will require careful consider- 
ation by the Government of India. We would in any case 
strongly urge that in the event of a decision being taken to merge 
the Anchal into the Indian P. and T. Department, every effort 
should be made to maintain all the existing postal. facilities in 
villages now served by the Anchal. 7 


Tt will be convenient to refer here to the Anchal “ Savings 
Bank” whichis at present worked by the Travancore and Cochin 
Governments and has been of considerable assistance to them for 
their ‘“ Ways and Means” purposes. If the ‘ Anchal’ Service is 
amalgamated with the Indian Posts and Telegraphs Department, 
there is no doubt that the Savings Bank must also be taken 
over by that Department and administered in accordance with 
the rules and regulations of the Central Government. | In that 
case, the entire outstanding liability to depositors will have to 
be assumed by the Government of India, subject to necessary 
adjustments which are discussed in the section dealing with 
Assets and Liabilities. 


Tf, however, it should be found possible to continue the 
Anchal as a separate entity for a period of years, operated 
through the “ agency” ofthe Travancore-Cochin Union, we would 
recommend the continuance, under the control of the Travancore 
and Cochin Governments, of the Anchal Savings Bank also, 
subject, however, to the gradual reduction of the rate of interest 
to the rate allowed by the Indian Postal Savings Bank. We 
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would also recommend in that event, the continuance of “ tax- 


free’? concession in respect of interest paid by the Anchal 
Savings Bank, 


23 (1) State Savings Banik Deposits (Travancore and 
Cochin ). 


The Savings Bank is operated through the Anchal Depart- 
ment, and therefore corresponds to the Indian Post Office Savings 
Bank. It will have to be taken over by the Central Government 
in the event of the Anchal itself being abolished and replaced by 
the normal postal services under the Indian P. & T. Department. 
In that case, it will be necessary for the Centre to take over an 
amount of current assets equal to the outstanding liability on 
the prescribed date. As the sudden withdrawal of a large 
amount of current assets in this way will, however, almost 
certainly embarrass the State Governments seriously from a 
“ways & means” point of view, it will be best for the Central 
Government to treat the amount as an advance to them at the 
average rate at which it was borrowed. 


If, however, the Government of India decide to permit the 
continuance of the Anchal as a separate service, to be worked 
by the Travancore and Cochin Governments for a period of years 
on an ‘agéncy’ basis we recommend that the Central Govern- 
ment should also postpone the taking over of the Savings Bank 
until the Anchal is itself fully absorbed. A reference is invited 
in this connection to our remarks in paragraph 16(7). - 


Notes relating to Statement If—Travancore. 
(8) General. 


In the event of the ‘“Anchal” being abolished, the State 
Government will have to incur additional expenditure on 
* Service” postage. 


As this additional expenditure would arise directly from 
federal financial integration, it has been agreed with the Travan- 
core and Cochin Governments that the additional expenditure 
(assessed at twice the present expenditure on “ Service ” postage) 
should be allowed for as a deduction from expenditure taken 
over by the Centre.

AGREEMENT ENTERED INTO BETWEEN 
THE ERESIDENT OF INDIA AND THE RAJPRAMUKH 
OF TRAVANCORE - COCHIN. 


Wuereas provision is made by Articles 278, 291, 295 and. 306 
of the Constitution of India for certain matters to be governed 
by agreements between the Government of india and the Govern- 
ment of a State specified in Part B of the First Schedule to the 
Constitution ; 


Anp Wuereas it is also necessary to provide for certain 
other allied matters ; 


Now, therefore, the President of India and the Rajpramukh 
of, Travancore-Cochin, have entered into the following agree- 
ment, namely :— 


The recommendations of the Indian States Finances Enquiry 
Committee, 1948-49 (hereafter referred to as the Committee) 
contained in Part I of its Report, read with Chapters I, II and III : 
of Part If of its Report, in so far as they apply to Travancore- 
Cochin (hereafter referred to-as the State) together with the 
recommendati.ns contained in the Committee’s Second Interim 
Report, are uccepted by the Parties hereto, subject to the follo- 
wing modifications, namely :— 


(1) With reference to paragraph 6 of the Committee’s 
Second Interim Report, the date of federal financial integration 
of the State shall be the Ist April 1950. 


(2) For computing the ‘federal’ revenue-gap and the con- 
sequential transitional’ adjustments, the ‘basic period’ for 
Revenue purposes will be taken as a period of two completed 
years, namely, the years 1123 m.z., and 1124 m.£., instead of 
the three-year period recommended by the Committee. For pur- 
poses of expenditure the Committee’s recommendation that only 
one year, namely, 1124m.2., should be taken as the basis will 
stand.

(3) The Committee’s formula guaranteeing the ‘federal’ 
. revenue-gap for the first five years after federal financial inte- 
gration .and of tapering it down over the next five years will be 
applied to the combined ‘federal’ revenue-gap of the former

(5) For the year 1950-51, addition to the guarantee t 
an ad hoc payment shall be made by the Goreme pou 
the State, of an amount which, when added to the amount of 
Income-tax collected by the State after 16th August 1:49, will 
make up its pro rata Income-tax revenue up to the 31st March 
1950 out of a full year’s Income-tax revenue. The pro rata 
Revenue for the period J7th August 1949 to 3lst March 1950

(6) As recommended by the Committee (at the end of sub- 
paragraph (3) (c) of paragraph 11 of the Annexure to Part I of 
its Report) the existing State-owned and State-operated enter- 
prises shall be exempt from all‘ federal ’ taxes on income to the 
same extent to which they are now exempt from taxes on income 
in the State under the State law, andin “British India” under 
the Government Trading Taxation Act, 1926; the said exemp- 
tion shall also extend to improvements and developments associ-~ 
ated with those enterprises. 

(7) After federal financial integration Post Office Savings 
Bank will become a “ federal” subject ; but should there be any 
Treasury Savings Bank Scheme in the State, the following cone 
session will apply :— 

The Committee’s recommendation (in paragraph 24 of Part 
II of its Report) concerning the assimilation of rates of interest 
on State Savings Bank Deposits and on future issues of States 
Savings Certificates to the Government of India rates shall be 
modified so as to require that the State rates of interest in 
question should. approximate to the Government of India rates. 


The same concession will apply to the Anchal Savings Bank 
if after federal financial integration, the Anchal system is run 
by the State on an “agency” basis. 

(8) For the purpose of computing the ‘federal’ revenue gap 
of the State arising out of federal financial integration, the 
duties of Excise on Coffee and Tea’ levied in the former Indian 
States of Ttavancore and: Cochin: shall be taken at the actual 
collections made in the two States according to the accounts of 
1123 vm. g. and 1124 m.z. This will, however, be without pre- 
judice to the settlement of the outstanding claims of the Govern- 
ment of India in respect of the period up to the date of federal 
financial integration. . 
; (9) In computing the ‘federal revenues during the two years 
how included in the basic period, the revenues from Betelnuts 
Excise will be included. 
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(10) The Government of India shall take over the liability 
for all Military pensions including pensions of Non-I. S, F. 
Military personnel retiring on or before the 3lst March 1950; all 
hereditary Military pensions, if any, will, however, remain the 
liability of the State. 


(11) (a) In computing the ‘federal’ expenditure, the liability 
for the ‘federal’ part of the Civil pensions payable in respect of 
persons retiring on or before the 21st March 1950 shall be taken 
at an amount equal to five per cent of the liability as on the 
31st March 1850. 


(b) For purposes of payment, however, the , pgnsion 
liability. referred to in sub-clause (a) above shall be tread¥ed as 
thal of the State; but the Government of India shall for pur- 
poses of liquidating its’share of this liability make in each of 
the ten years following federal financial integration a contribu- 
tion equal to seven and a half per cent of the total amount of 
Civil pensions payable on the 31st March 1950. 


(c) The pension liability in respect of Civil personnel 
retiring on or after the Ist April 1950 shall be wholly the liability 
of that Government at whose disposal the services of such per- 
sonsare permanently placed as a result of federal financial inte- 
gration. . 


(12) The specific Debt outstanding against the Cochin Rail- 
ways represents a part of the Public Debt of ihe State; the 
liability for thaf Specific Debt will pass wholly to the Govern-. 
ment of India along with the Cochin Railways. 


(18) The Productive Capital Assets mentioned below may he 
written off before federal financial integration to the extent and 
in the manner indicated against each :~— 


_ Coastal Transport .. Tobe written off fully. 
Cochin Town Improvement 
Works .. To be written off fully, 
Government Industrial 
concerns - .. To be revalued. 


(14) Capital expenditure incurred on the automatisation 
of the Travancore Telephone System. will proceed as planned. 
The amount of such expenditure incurred up tO the 31st March 
1950 will be added to the book value of the Telephone System ; 
and the Government of India shall take an equivalent amount 
from the Public Debt of the State as ‘Specific Debt’ against this 
Asset. It is estimated that the amount of such expenditure 
likely to be incurred up to the 3lst March 1950 will be of the 
order of Rupees twelve lakhs. 


(15) A considerable part of the Investments, Shares in 
Commercial concerns and Loans and Advances referred to in 
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Statement IV (Travancore) and in Statement IV (Cochin) at 
the end of the Committee’s Second Interim. Report, require to be 
revalued; if, upon this being done on proper principles, it 
should transpire that the current liabilities of the State owing 
to outsiders exceed the current and liquid assets of the State as 
at the close of accounts on the 31st March 1950, the Government 
of India will bear its share of such excess in accordance with the 
principles enunciated by the Committee. 


(16) The Travancore Bank Ltd., and the Travancore Credit 
Bank Ltd., shall be treated as ‘Industrial Corporations’ for pur- 
poses of the continuance of the Income-tax concessions now 


enj by them in accordance with sub-paragraph (38) (b) 
3 pamgeraph 11 of the Annexure to Part I of the Committee’s 
pat. 


(17) Jaffna Tobacco for chewing will be allowed to be im- 
ported ‘at a rate of duty not exceeding Rupees three hundred 
per Kandy, provided— 


(a) the quantity so imported in 1950-51 shall not exceed 
one thousand and eight hundred Kandies ; 


(b) in subsequent years the above maximum limit of such 
import shall be diminished by ten per cent per annum until in 
1960-61 there shall be no such concessional import at all; 


(c) such concessional import shall be restri-ted by the 
Government of India to imports through Alleppey Port ; 


(d) adequate arrangements will be made by the Govern- 
ment of India to prevent the movement of Tobacco so imported 
to areas outside the territories of the former Indian State of 
Travancore, 


(18) There is no need to invoke any principle of gradualness 
in raising the rates of Income-tax in the State to the full Indian 
level of taxation. 


(19) The aerodrome at Trivandrum will be accepted as an 
aerodrome of national importance. (If there are any other Civil 
aerodromes in the State, their maintenance may be discontinued 
if the State Government thinks fit; in any case, they will not go 
to the Government of India as a result of federal financial 
integration). 


(20) Audit and Accounts functions in the State will be 
directly under the control of the Auditor-General of India after 
federal financial integration exactly in the same way as in Part A 
States, 


Subject to the provisions of the Constitution of India, this 
agreement shall, except where the context of the Committee’s 
Report and of this agreement otherwise require, remain in force 
for a period of ten years from the commencement of the Consti- 
tution of India.
